The  Wakefield  Citizens'  Scholarship  Foundation  is  one  of  many  civic 
groups  that  add  to  the  quality  of  life  in  Wakefield. 


Since  1960,  the  Citizens'  Scholarship  Foundation  has  provided  financial  assistance 
to  residents  of  Wakefield  in  their  full  time  pursuit  of  higher  education. 

In  1992,  the  Foundation  distributed  $234,186  to  253  Wakefield  students.  The 
average  award  given  in  1992  was  $926  .  Receving  awards  were  62  high  school  seniors,  171 
students  enrolled  in  undergraduate  schools,  14  graduate  students  and  6  continuing  education 
students.  Many  1992  awards  were  given  to  families  with  more  than  one  child  in  college. 

The  1992  awards  brought  that  total  to  $2,093,9 14  disbursed  by  the  Foundation  since 
its  inception.  Over  the  years,  a  total  of  2,684  Wakefield  students  have  received  one  or  more 
awards.

Prepared  by  the  Town  Clerk  and  the  League  of  Women  Voters  of  Wakefield 

TO  REGISTER  TO  VOTE  IN  WAKEFIELD  YOU  MUST  BE: 

•  an  American  citizen  (native-born  or  naturalized) 

•  at  least  18  years  old  on  the  date  of  the  election 

•  a  resident  of  Wakefield,  Massachusetts 

TO  REGISTER  TO  VOTE  YOU  MUST: 

•  appear  in  person  before  an  authorized  Registrar  of  Voters 

WHEN  AND  WHERE  TO  REGISTER: 

•  9  am  to  5  pm,  Monday  through  Friday,  and  during  any  extra  hours  scheduled  by  the 
Board  of  Registrars  (see  local  newspapers  for  times). 

•  Town  Clerk' s  office,  first  floor,  William  J.  Lee  Memorial  Hall,  One  Lafayette  Street, 
OR  in  any  other  city  or  town  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  (your 
registration  will  be  forwarded  to  Wakefield  Town  Clerk  for  inclusion  on  local  voting 
list). 

DEADLINES  FOR  REGISTRATION: 

•  To  vote  in  state  or  presidential  primaries  or  state  elections,  you  must  register  to  vote 
at  least  28  days  before  the  election. 

•  To  vote  in  local  elections,  or  to  vote  at  Annual  Town  Meeting,  you  must  register  to 
vote  at  least  20  days  prior  to  the  election. 

•  To  vote  at  a  Special  Town  Meeting,  you  must  register  at  least  10  days  prior  to  the 
meeting. 

MORE  ABOUT  REGISTRATION 

Registration  is  permanent  unless  a  voter  moves  to  a  new  city  or  town  or  changes  name 
by  marriage.  However,  failure  to  respond  to  the  Annual  Census  may  result  in  being 
dropped  from  the  list  of  Registered  Voters,  per  Chapter  5 1  —  Section  4.  A  voter,  moving 
from  one  precinct  to  another  within  the  town,  should  immediately  notify  the  Registrars 
of  the  changes  to  assure  being  able  to  vote  in  the  new  precinct,  otherwise  he  must  vote 
in  his  former  address. 

Registrations  are  administered  by  the  Board  of  Registrars.  The  Board  is  composed  of 
three  citizens,  appointed  for  three  year  terms  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  the  Town 
Clerk,  who  by  virtue  of  her  office,  serves  as  clerk  of  the  board.

LOCAL  ELECTIONS 

Local  elections  are  held  annually  on  the  last  Tuesday  in  April  and  are  non-partisan. 
Write-ins  are  permitted,  and  absentee  voting  is  allowed. 

TO  BECOME  A  CANDIDATE  FOR  LOCAL  OFFICE,  A  CITIZEN  MUST: 

•  be  a  registered  voter  in  Wakefield,  Massachusetts. 

•  obtain  nomination  papers  from  the  Town  Clerk  (one  set  of  papers  for  each  office 
sought  in  the  election). 

•  obtain  the  signatures  of  50  citizens  who  are  registered  to  vote  in  Wakefield. 

•  submit  nomination  papers  to  the  Board  of  Registrars  49  days  prior  to  the  town  election 
for  certification  of  the  signatures. 

•  file  nomination  papers  with  the  Town  Clerk  by  5  pm  on  the  35th  day  before  the  town 
election.  This  places  the  candidate's  name  officially  on  the  ballot. 

TO  JOIN  A  POLITICAL  PARTY 

A  citizen  may  choose  to  declare  his/her  choice  of  political  affiliation  when  he/she 
registers  to  vote,  or  may  declare  his/her  party  choice  when  voting  in  primary  elections. 
If  a  voter  chooses  not  to  declare  his/her  party,  he/she  will  be  listed  as  an  "un-enrolled 
voter"  on  voting  lists. 

TO  CHANGE  OR  CANCEL  PARTY  ENROLLMENT/SERVE  AS  A  DELEGATE 

A  voter  may  appear  in  person  at  the  Town  Clerk's  office  or  use  the  postal  system  to 
change  his/her  party  designation.  This  may  be  done  at  any  time. 

A  party  member  is  eligible  to  be  a  delegate  to  his/her  party  conventions;  delegates  are 
chosen  every  four  years  on  the  presidential  primary  ballot. 

PROCEDURE  AT  TOWN  MEETING 

The  Moderator,  an  elected  town  official,  presides  at  Town  Meetings.  He/she  begins  by 
reading  the  call  for  the  meeting.  Usually  a  motion  is  made  to  waive  further  reading  of 
the  warrant,  with  the  exception  of  the  constable's  return  (which  the  law  demands  be 
read),  and  the  motion  is  carried.  Articles  in  the  warrant  are  taken  up  for  consideration  by 
a  lottery  system. 
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The  recommendation  of  the  Finance  Committee  are  given  before  voters  discuss  or  act 
upon  an  article.  For  the  annual  town  meeting,  these  recommendations  are  available  a 
week  to  ten  days  before  the  meeting  in  booklet  form,  called  "Annual  Appropriations," 
and  may  be  obtained  at  the  Selectmen's  Room  at  Town  Hall. 

Following  the  Finance  Committee's  recommendations  or  the  recommendations  of  such 
department  as  may  be  permitted  to  make  recommendations,  the  sponsor  of  the  article  is 
usually  allowed  to  present  his/her  case.  The  voters  may  then  debate  the  question 
according  to  rules  of  parliamentary  procedure  prescribed  by  the  town' s  by-laws,  such  as: 

•  Stand,  address  the  moderator,  give  name  and  address  clearly,  confine  remarks  to  the 
question  under  debate  and  avoid  personalities. 

•  Speak  for  not  more  than  1 0  minutes  at  any  one  time,  unless  granted  permission  by  the 
meeting.  No  voter  may  speak  more  than  once  on  any  question  if  other  voters  desire 
to  be  heard,  and  no  voter  may  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  question  without 
permission  of  the  meeting. 

•  Speak  not  more  than  two  minutes  on  any  one  of  the  following  motions: 

Motion  to  adjourn 

Motion  to  lay  on  the  table 

Motion  to  take  from  the  table 

Motion  to  put  the  previous  question 
(These  motions  only  are  in  order  when  a  question  is  under  debate.  Total  time  allowed 
for  debate  on  each  motion  is  six  minutes.) 

A  two-thirds  vote  of  the  assembly  is  necessary  on  a  motion  which  requires  a  bond  issue. 
A  vote  may  be  reconsidered  at  the  same  session  or  at  adjourned  session  upon  two-thirds 
vote  of  the  assembly.  The  Moderator  may  request  a  voter  to  put  his/her  motion  in  writing. 
Should  seven  voters  doubt  the  accuracy  of  the  Moderator's  count  of  hands  on  a  motion, 
tellers  are  appointed  to  make  the  count.  The  Moderator  clarifies  motions  when  they  are 
especially  complex. 

Conduct  at  the  town  meeting  is  further  governed  by  the  rules  of  practice,  pertinent  to 
town  meetings  in  Cushings'  Manual  of  Parliamentary  Procedure. 

THE  TOWN  MEETING  WARRANT 

The  Town  Meeting  Warrant  is  a  collection  of  articles  presented  by  departments, 
committees  and  voters  for  consideration  at  an  Annual  or  Special  Town  Meeting.  The 
warrant  is  composed  by  the  Selectmen,  with  articles  being  entered  by  request  or  petition. 
Individual  voters  may  have  an  article  inserted  by  petition.  The  selectmen  receive  all 
petitions  for  the  warrant,  except  those  having  to  do  with  sidewalks,  drainage,  sewers  and 
streets  which  must  be  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Public  Works.  Signatures  often  or  more 
registered  voters  are  required  on  articles  for  annual  town  meetings;  100  signatures  are 
required  for  articles  filed  by  citizens  in  warrants  for  special  town  meetings.  Signatures 
on  petitions  must  be  substantially  as  the  voters'  names  appear  on  the  voting  list.  Voters 
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may  request  the  advise  of  the  Town  Counsel  in  drawing  up  an  article.  Customarily, 
public  announcement  is  made  of  the  opening  and  the  closing  dates  of  the  warrant. 
Citizens,  however,  may  take  their  petitions  to  the  Selectmen  at  any  Board  meeting  during 
the  year  and  the  Selectmen  will  hold  such  articles  for  insertion  in  the  warrant  for  the  next 
town  meeting.  Department  heads  enter  their  articles  by  the  process  of  request. 

THE  ANNUAL  REPORT 

The  Annual  Report  is  comprised  of  reports  from  all  Town  departments,  including 
operating  expenses  and  statistical  information.  The  Annual  Report  is  compiled  by  the 
Selectmen's  office,  and  copies  are  available  free  prior  to  Annual  Town  Meeting.

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Report  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen 

At  the  Board's  organizational  meeting,  following  the  Town  Election  in  April,  J. 
Edward  Surette,  III  was  elected  Chairman  and  Wayne  M.  Tarr  was  elected  Secretary.  The 
other  members  of  the  Board  are  Judy  S.  Babb,  Brian  M.  Cresta  and  Peter  G.  Melanson. 

The  powers,  duties,  and  responsibilities  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  are  broadly 
diversified  in  hundreds  of  sections  of  law  applying  directly  to  Selectmen. 

The  Town  of  Wakefield  operates  under  the  Board  of  Selectmen  -  Executive  Secretary 
plan  of  municipal  administration;  which  plan  maintains  the  Selectmen  in  their  traditional  role 
as  the  elected  directors  of  the  municipality,  and  provides  for  an  administrator  to  carry  out 
administrative  assignments  within  a  policy  framework  established  by  the  Board  of  Select- 
men. 

The  broadly  diversified  powers,  duties  and  responsibilities  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
affect  the  functioning  of  all  Town  departments,  and  central  coordination  is  essential  to  an 
effective  and  efficient  municipal  administration. 

The  necessity  for  effective  liaison  and  representation  between  the  town,  the  Federal 
Government,  the  State  Government,  and  metropolitan  agencies  continues  to  be  increasingly 
complex  and  demanding.  The  Town's  active  participation  is  necessary  to  the  Town's 
responsible  representation  in  an  area  of  significant  socio-economic  impact. 

The  Group  Insurance  Program  of  hospital,  medical,  surgical  and  life  insurance 
benefits,  authorized  for  Town  employees  by  referendum  action  on  March  2,  1958,  and 
extended  to  cover  the  employees  who  retired  after  the  original  acceptance  of  the  legislation 
which  provided  group  insurance  benefits  to  Town  employees  (Chapter  595,  Acts  of  1959), 
continues  to  present  the  best  features  of  any  plan  of  protection  for  Town  employees.  There 
are  presently  329  active  employees,  299  pensioners,  123  Medex  in  and  37  surviving  spouse 
members  in  the  Blue  Cross/Blue  Shield  Plan;  581  active  employees  and  345  pensioners  in 
the  basic  life  insurance  program;  266  active  employees  and  33  pensioners  and  8  surviving 
spouse  members  in  theHarvard  Health  Maintenance  Organization.  The  gross  premium  costs 
amount  to  over  $4,735,252.,  of  which  the  Town  contributed  $3,796,542. 

Chapter  763  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1965,  became  effective  on  February  16, 1966,  which 
constituted  enactment  of  collective  bargaining  for  municipalities.  Municipal  employers  are 
prevented  from  (a)  interfering  with  the  right  of  employees  to  organize  for  the  purpose  of 
collective  bargaining,  and  (b)  dominating  or  interfering  with  any  employee  organization,  (c) 
discharging  or  discriminating  against  any  employee  who  testified  before  the  State  Labor 
Relations  Commission  on  a  specific  proceeding,  (d)  refusing  to  bargain  collectively  in  good 
faith  with  a  designated  exclusive  bargaining  agent,  and  (e)  refusing  to  discuss  grievances  with 
the  bargaining  agent.  The  statute  states  "the  municipal  employer  shall  be  represented  by  the 
Chief  Executive  Officer,  whether  elected  or  appointed,  or  his  representative  or  representa- 
tives." It  has  been  determined  that  the  Board  of  Selectmen  is  the  Chief  Executive  Board  in 
towns  for  the  purpose  of  this  statute,  except  as  to  School  Department  personnel.  This 
legislation  continues  a  costly  and  complex  impact  on  municipal  administration  in  Massachu- 
setts.

Chapter  1078,  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1973  has  identified  municipal  labor  contract 
negotiations  as  a  matter  of  serious  fiscal  consequences.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  has  long 
recognized  the  necessity  for  professional  representation  at  the  bargaining  table,  and  has 
continued  to  engage  specialized  legal  services  in  this  important  relationship.

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Report  of  the  Planning  Board 

The  Planning  Board  is  an  elected  five  member  Board.  It  has  jurisdiction  over  the 
subdivision  of  land  and  the  regulation  of  the  use  of  land.  The  Board  is  also  charged  by  the 
Massachusetts  General  Laws,  to  engage  in  long  term  planning. 

In  1992,  the  Board  held  twenty-one  regular  meetings  and  seven  public  hearings;  it 
approved  one  definitive  subdivision,  one  modification  of  a  definitive  subdivision  plan,  and 
nine  approval  not  required  plans. 

The  Board  held  the  required  Public  Hearings  for  the  four  pending  Town  Meeting  1992 
Annual  Warrant  Articles.  The  Planning  Board  reported  on  each  of  the  articles  at  Town 
Meeting.  Details  of  the  Warrant  Articles  are  in  the  Town  Clerk' s  Report.  The  most  significant 
of  the  1992  Warrant  Articles  were  the  revisions  to  the  Sign  Bylaw.  After  many  years  of  work 
and  negotiations  with  the  business  persons  of  Wakefield,  a  new  Sign  By-law  was  formulated 
and  voted  on  at  Town  Meeting.  The  Planning  Board  was  pleased  to  have  the  new  Sign  By- 
law approved  by  Town  Meeting  and  the  Massachusetts  Attorney  General.  The  Sign  By-law 
took  effect  in  August  1992. 

Through  out  the  year  the  Board  had  some  organizational  changes.  In  February  1992, 
James  T.  French  (Terri)  resigned  from  the  Board  to  serve  on  Wakefield' s  Board  of  Registrars. 
Mr.  French  served  on  the  Planning  Board  for  fifteen  years.  During  his  tenure  on  the  Board, 
Mr.  French  worked  on  the  Master  Plan  and  the  revisions  to  the  Zoning  By-laws,  subdivision 
Rules  and  Regulations,  and  Board  of  Survey  Rules  and  Regulations.  Mr.  French's  expertise 
will  be  missed. 

In  the  1992  April  Election,  Mr.  Robert  Cerretani  was  elected  to  a  five  year  term.  At  the 
organizational  meeting  of  the  Board  Nancy  H.  Cahill  was  elected  Chairperson,  Richard  G. 
Phipps  was  elected  Vice-Chairman  and  Caroline  L.  Coscia  was  elected  Secretary.  The  Board 
voted  to  reappoint  Donald  Onusseit  as  Consulting  Engineer  and  Linda  Donaldson  as  clerk. 

In  September  1992,  Mr.  Richard  G.  Phipps  resigned.  Mr.  Phipps  was  unable  to  attend 
the  Board  meetings  due  to  the  need  to  travel  out  of  state  on  work  related  matters.  Mr.  Phipps 
served  on  the  Board  for  five  years.  During  this  time  Mr.  Phipps  was  a  great  support  to  the 
Board,  he  often  took  a  strong  leadship  role  and  he  offered  insightful  information.  At  a  joint 
meeting  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Mr.  Wayne  Moriarty,  was  appointed  to  fill  the 
remaining  term  of  Mr.  Phipps. 

In  October  1992,  the  Planning  Board  regretfully  accepted  the  resignation  of  their 
Consulting  Engineer,  Donald  Onusseit.  Mr.  Onusseit  resigned  due  to  his  promotion  to  the 
Director  to  the  Board  of  Public  Works.  The  Board  appointed  an  Interim  Consulting  Engineer, 
Mr.  Richard  Boutiette.

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Report  of  the 
Conservation  Commission 


In  1992,  the  Wakefield  Conservation  Commission  met  in  24  formal  sessions  and 
conducted  numerous  public  hearings  and  site  visits  to  investigate  new  wetlands  filings,  to 
review  ongoing  and  completed  projects  and  to  conduct  other  business  as  necessary  to  carry 
out  our  mandates  under  the  Conservation  Commission  Act  and  the  Wetlands  Protection  Act. 

The  Open  Space  Committee,  a  subcommittee  of  the  Commission  commenced  its  work 
to  update  and  revise  the  Open  Space  and  Recreation  Plan.  As  part  of  its  mandate,  the  Open 
Space  Committee,  chaired  by  former  Commissioner  Gertrude  Spaulding,  devised,  distrib- 
uted and  will  tabulate  the  results  of  questionnaires.  Commissioners  Robert  E.  Moores,  Jr.  and 
Philip  B.  Posner  became  members  of  the  Crystal  Lake  Watershed  Committee.  The  Watershed 
Committee  is  composed  of  members  of  the  Planning  Board,  Board  of  Health  and  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  Director.  Its  mission  is  to  preserve  and  protect  the  watershed 
resources  of  Crystal  Lake,  an  important  part  of  the  Town's  public  water  supply. 

The  Commission's  roster  was  supplemented  by  two  Associate  Commissioners,  Teresa 
Belmonte  and  Wayne  Hoffman.  In  addition,  the  Commission  wishes  to  acknowledge  with 
gratitude  the  assistance  of  our  Consultant,  Elaine  Vreeland,  Esquire  and  our  Recording  Clerk, 
Ruth  Fernald. 

The  Commission  reviewed  Determinations  of  Applicability,  Notices  of  Intent  and 
numerous  other  matters  requiring  investigation,  enforcement  or  approval.  The  Commission 
collected  filing  fees  in  excess  of  $4,000.00  in  calendar  year  1992,  all  of  which  went  to  offset 
the  Commission's  operating  budget.  The  Commission  dealt  with  several  projects,  including 
the  review  of  the  individual  building  lots  in  the  Castlewoods  and  Montrose  Woods 
subdivisions. 

The  Commission  looks  forward  to  fulfilling  our  mandate  to  enforce  the  Wetlands 
Protection  Act  and  to  protect  the  watershed  resources  of  the  Town  of  Wakefield.  As  part  of 
this  goal  the  Commission  will  redouble  its  efforts  to  protect  the  natural  resources  of  the  Town 
and  to  promote  environmental  education  in  the  public  schools  and  the  Community  at  large.

The  Americal  Civic  Center,  under  the  stewardship  of  its  volunteer  Board  of  directors 
has  enjoyed  another  successful  year.  All  capital  improvement  projects  planned  for  the  past 
fiscal  year  have  been  completed  and  planning  continues  for  further  enhancements  to  the 
facility. 

As  the  result  of  the  poor  economy,  gross  receipts  were  somewhat  less  than  years  past. 
However,  through  creative  planning  and  management  of  resources,  we  were  able  to  fulfill  our 
mission  and  the  Americal  Civic  Center  continued  to  host  numerous  activities  throughout  the 
year.  The  success  enjoyed  by  the  Americal  Civic  Center  would  have  been  impossible  without 
the  continued  fine  efforts  of  our  dedicated  staff. 

The  Americal  Civic  Center  functions  under  non-profit  status  and  all  income  derived 
from  its  operations  is  invested  into  the  improvement  of  the  facility.  The  improvements  have 
been  numerous  and  we  hope  that  all  of  the  citizens  of  our  community  can  take  pride  in  the 
continued  restoration  and  preservation  of  this  valuable  historic  property. 

The  Americal  Civic  Center 
Board  of  Directors  &  Staff 
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Report  of  the 
Wakefield  Historical  Commission 

During  1992,  the  Wakefield  Historical  Commission  continued  its  work  in  preserving 
and  protecting  the  gravestones  in  the  Old  Burying  Ground.  The  Burying  Ground,  established 
in  1689,  contains  some  of  the  oldest  and  best  examples  of  Puritan  gravestone  art  in  the  nation. 
During  two  "Old  Burying  Ground  Preservation  Days,"  the  Commission,  along  with  volun- 
teers from  the  community,  were  successful  in  resetting  over  40  of  the  old  slate  stones;  3  more 
were  repaired. 

The  Commission  has  established  a  special  fund  and  is  accepting  donations  to  assist  in 
the  expert  repair  of  some  of  the  more  damaged  stones. 

The  Commission  was  also  pleased  to  erect  a  sign  outside  the  Old  Burying  Ground, 
advising  of  the  historic  nature  of  the  burying  ground,  and  asking  visitors  to  refrain  from  doing 
rubbings  of  the  gravestones.  Rubbing  the  old  slate  stones  can  damage  their  surfaces,  causing, 
in  some  cases,  irreparable  damage. 

In  addition,  the  Commission  continued  its  work  of  preserving  local  history  through  its 
oral  history  program,  through  which  it  is  collecting  the  historic  recollections  of  our  senior 
citizens.  The  Commission  also  began  an  ongoing  television  series  on  the  local  cable  station, 
Wakefield  Community  Access  Television  (WCAT).  The  "Remember  When"  series  captures 
excerpts  from  oral  history  interviews  in  half-hour  formats. 

Through  a  grant  from  the  Massachusetts  Cultural  Council,  as  administered  by  the 
Wakefield  Arts  Lottery  Council,  the  Commission  is  able  to  archive  its  oral  history  "Remem- 
ber When"  video  programs  at  the  Beebe  Memorial  Library,  where  they  can  be  borrowed  by 
interested  persons. 

In  attempting  to  stimulate  in  Wakefield' s  children  an  appreciation  of  the  town' s  history 
and  to  encourage  them  to  see  a  need  for  the  preservation  of  its  historic  buildings  and  sites, 
the  Commission  sponsored  a  Preservation  Month  Essay  Contest  that,  with  the  assistance  of 
the  Wakefield  Public  School  Department,  was  participated  in  by  second  and  fifth  graders 
townwide. 
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The  Historical  Commission  continues  to  be  watchful  for  potentially  destructive 
changes  in  historic  buildings,  and  maintains  a  "Demolition  Delay  By-law"  in  the  event  of  a 
threat  to  one  of  the  Town's  historic  structures. 

The  Annual  Honor  Award,  the  Commission's  highest  distinction,  was  bestowed  upon 
the  Mr.  David  Mayo,  a  teacher  at  Galvin  Junior  High  School  in  recognition  of  the  excellence 
of  his  work. 

The  Commission  continues  to  respond  to  inquiries  about  the  town's  history  and  its 
historic  buildings.

Commission  on  Disability  Issues 

The  American  Disabilities  Act  became  effective  January  26, 1992.  The  Commission 
has  been  acquainting  Town  Boards,  Committees  and  businesses  with  mandatory  changes  this 
Act  implements  by  1995.  We  receive  and  respond  to  many  inquiries  regarding  disability 
issues,  such  as,  building  accessibility  and  parking  spaces. 

Harry  Kasbarian  is  continuing  to  call  and  write  Washington  and  our  political  represen- 
tatives regarding  the  petitions  we  sent  requesting  the  Post  Office  be  made  handicap 
accessible.  Responses  have  been  less  than  favorable.  However,  the  Post  Office  Headquarters 
in  Washington  for  Handicap  Compliance  has  committed  to  a  plan  for  renovation  to  meet 
accessibility  requirements,  but  claims  that  funding  priority  is  not  available  as  yet  for 
Wakefield.  Nevertheless,  this  matter  is  a  priority  on  our  1993  agenda. 

Our  thanks  to  Thomas  Butler,  the  Vocational  School,  M.L.D.  and  volunteers  who 
printed  and  mailed  the  Disability  Survey  form  to  all  our  residents.  Florence  Brickett 
composed  the  form  and  is  busy  collating  and  tabulating  responses  as  they  come  in.  When 
completed  we  will  be  better  able  to  represent  the  needs  and  concerns  of  our  disabled. 

In  September,  1992,  new  officers  were  elected  and  the  membership  up-dated.

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Report  of  the 
CATV Advisory  Committee 

This  third  Wakefield  CATV  Advisory  Committee  was  appointed  on  Nov.  27, 1990.  It 
organized  in  January,  1991  as  listed  below  and  has  met  monthly  since  then.  All  officers  were 
re-elected  in  1992. 

The  Committee  oversees  cable  TV  issues  and  the  contract  with  Warner  Cable 
Communications,  Inc.,  and  the  Town;  all  on  behalf  of  the  Town  and  the  subscribers  to  Warner 
Cable.  These  issues  include  subscriber  complaints,  signal  quality,  and  adoption  of  the  latest 
technology  and  CATV  law  -  especially  the  1992  Federal  Law. 

This  Committee  maintains  P.O.  Box  1710  to  receive  subscriber  complaints  and  other 
cable  TV  mail. 

These  were  years  of  transition  for  other  entities,  as  this  Committee,  by  the  1990 
contracts,  now  has  no  active  responsibilities  regarding  access.  Financially,  our  balance  was 
transferred  to  WCAT  so  they  could  earn  interest;  for  FY91-92  only,  they  will  pay  our 
expenses. 

Now  the  Town  has  two  separate  entities  concerned  with  access,  each,  by  contract, 
receiving  money  from  Warner. 

Public  Access:  This  Committee  is  pleased  to  report  that  WCAT,  Wakefield  Commu- 
nity Access  Television,  under  leadership  of  chairman  Joseph  Bertrand,  James  Meuse,  James 
McGowan,  Richard  Bayrd,  Harris  Cusack,  John  Sanderson,  and  Mark  Sardella,  continued 
production  as  they  moved  their  studio  into  a  Town  owned  building,  the  Warren  School  in 
November  1992. 

Educational  Access  at  the  high  school:  Described  in  the  School  Committee  Report. 

At  two  of  our  meetings,  Warner  Cable  presented  their  plans  for  upgrading  our  system 
by  bringing  signals  from  Maiden  to  our  headend  via  fiber  optic  cable.  First  the  signals 
received  by  dish  from  a  satellite.  Done  in  Fall  of  1991 .  In  1992  the  same  cable  brought  in  the 
Boston  stations.  The  tower  and  antennae  at  Water  Street  then  being  not  necessary,  they  were 
taken  down  in  October  1992.  A  legal  agreement  to  formally  permit  this  is  expected  to  be 
signed  early  in  1993. 

Warner  combined  several  scattered  offices  into  one  in  Maiden  (visited  by  this 
Committee  in  October,  1991).  They  continue,  as  required  by  contract,  to  maintain  a  customer 
service  office  in  Wakefield. 

Warner  Cable  ended  1991  with  6450  subscribers  and  a  rate  increase. 

Warner  Cable  ended  1992  with  6654  subscribers  and  a  rate  increase. 

Warner  continues  to  shuffle  and  change  channels  and  programs  as  it  deems  best, 
subject  to  complaints.  May  all  the  subscribers  live  long  and  prosper.

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Report  of  the  Police  Department 

ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR  1992 

The  Wakefield  Police  Department  in  1992  experienced  its  busiest  year  on  record  in 
both  requests  for  police  service  and  severity  of  incidents  and  investigations.  Numerous 
factors  have  resulted  in  a  decline  in  the  number  of  officers  on  the  Department,  however  the 
demand  for  service  has  steadily  increased.  Citizen  calls  for  police  intervention  over  a  twenty- 
four  hour  period  indicated  demand  as  outlined  below:

The  Department  responded  to  and  began  investigations  on  hundreds  of  reported 
crimes.  A  single  drug  investigation  begun  in  1992  remains  on-going  and  involves  dozens  of 
individuals.  Liquor  investigations  were  conducted  on  licensed  locations  resulting  in  sanc- 
tions by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  The  arrest  activity  for  the  Department  in  1992  is  as  follows:

Three  Year  summary 
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Current  economic  conditions  in  the  Town  required  the  Department  to  re-examine  its 
operations  based  upon  available  resources  to  provide  the  highest  quality  of  police  services 
possible  within  budgetary  limitations.  A  new  program  of  both  uniformed  and  plain  clothes 
officer  presence  in  the  retail/commercial  area  at  Christmas  was  established.  This  effort 
addressed  the  need  for  crime  prevention/apprehension,  and  traffic  control  in  the  downtown 
area  during  the  holidays.  It  also  recognized  a  need  for  officers  to  re-establish  direct  contact 
with  the  citizens  of  the  Town  through  high  visibility  foot  patrols. 

The  Department  in  1992  increased  its  focus  upon  training  of  its  personnel.  New  or 
upgraded  training  was  provided  in  deadly  force  and  use  of  firearms,  non-lethal  weapon(s), 
defensive  driving  of  emergency  vehicles  and  handling  of  domestic  violence  situations. 
Increased  attention  to  training  issues,  as  laws  change  governing  police  procedures,  remains 
the  best  protection  for  both  officers  and  the  citizens  they  serve. 

The  Department  recognizes  its  obligation  to  provide  professional  police  service,  seeks 
those  resources  necessary  to  accomplish  our  mission  and  welcomes  citizen  participation 
toward  maintaining  a  high  quality  of  life  in  Wakefield.

In  1992,  the  Wakefield  Fire  Department  was  comprised  of  the  Chief  of  Department, 
four  captains,  four  lieutenants,  and  thirty-nine  firefighters.  This  manpower  was  deployed  into 
four  working  groups,  two  of  eleven  men  and  two  of  twelve  men,  consisting  of  one  captain, 
one  lieutenant,  and  either  nine  or  ten  firefighters  responding  from  two  fire  stations. 

The  Fire  Department  responded  in  1992,  to  a  total  of  1,814  incidents.  These  incidents 
consisted  of  5 1 5  box  alarms  of  fire  and  1 ,299  still  alarms. 

The  5 15  box  alarms  included  responses  to  many  and  varied  types  of  emergencies,  such 
as,  a  two  alarm  house  fire  on  Jan.  13,  at  1:16  in  the  afternoon  which  resulted  in  extensive 
damage  to  the  home  and  required  the  efforts  of  a  total  of  29  men  from  the  Wakefield  Fire  Dept. 
and  Mutual  Aid  Towns  to  extinguish. 

A  completely  different  scenario  confronted  the  Dept.  when,  on  March  16,  at  6:35  in  the 
evening,  we  were  called  to  the  area  of  Atwood  Ave.  on  the  report  of  a  brush  fire  that,  because 
of  the  extensive  area  involved,  required  the  9  men  who  responded  to  request  additional 
assistance.  A  second  alarm  was  struck  in  order  to  provide  the  manpower  necessary  to 
extinguish  the  fire  that  was  burning  on  the  top  of  a  wooded  ridge  in  the  darkness. 

The  third  multiple  alarm  fire  fought  by  the  Dept.  was  on  June  1 6,  at  6:24  in  the  evening, 
when  an  industrial  process  overheated  and  ignited  surrounding  combustibles  resulting  in  a 
very  difficult  3  alarm  fire  in  a  container  manufacturing  company  that  required  over  30 
Firefighters  from  Wakefield  and  seven  Mutual  Aid  Towns  to  extinguish.

Fire  Alarm 

Fire-Police-  Traffic 


During  this  last  year,  there  were  nine  new  alarm  boxes  added  into  the  Town  fire  alarm 
system.  Three  of  the  new  boxes  were  street  boxes,  due  to  the  growth  of  the  Town  with  new 
developments.  The  other  six  were  master  boxes,  which  are  alarm  boxes  that  are  on  buildings, 
with  their  alarms  coming  directly  into  Fire  Headquarters. 

While  adding  those  nine  boxes  to  the  system,  we  ran  2,975  feet  of  red  fire  alarm  wire 
(C-Wire),  720  feet  4-conductor  wire,  and  1 1,000  feet  of  multi-conductor  25  pair  wire.  The 
25  pair  wire  was  used  from  Headquarters  to  the  alarm  pedestal  at  Main  and  Albion  Street,  then 
from  that  point  to  the  pedestal  at  Main  Street  and  Richardson  Ave.  This  wire  was  put  in  so 
that  we  could  have  more  pairs  of  wire  coming  into  the  station  from  the  street. 

During  this  year,  the  traffic  lights  were  installed  at  the  intersection  of  Lowell  and 
Vernon  Streets,  and  put  into  operation  by  late  October.  This  project  was  funded  by  the  State, 
but  after  running  trouble  free  for  a  period  of  thirty  days,  the  upkeep  and  maintenance  now  falls 
on  the  town  and  this  department.

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The  Wakefield  Board  of  Health  during  the  year  1992  has  continued  to  focus  on  health 
prevention  through  immunizations,  public  clinics,  and  through  the  immunization/Health 
program  for  the  Town  Citizens. 

A  Flu  Clinic  was  held  in  October,  1992  throughout  the  Town.  There  were  2000  flu 
vaccine  doses  administered,  a  23%  increase,  to  the  citizens  of  the  town  at  various  locations. 

Distribution  of  9,666  various  other  vaccines  such  as  polio,  measles,  mumps,  rubella, 
etc.  were  administered  to  Wakefield  citizens.  This  represents  an  increase  of  13%  from  1991. 

The  Board  of  Health  addresses  important  environmental  issues,  water  testing  at  Lake 
Quannapowitt,  the  mosquito  control  program,  which  focuses  on  water  management  and 
limited  amount  spraying.  The  radon  test  kits,  which  are  available  in  the  Health  Office. 

The  Board  of  Health  adopted  massage  and  tanning  regulations. 

The  Board  of  Health  has  developed  monthly  seminars  on  current  health  issues  which 
to  date  have  been:  1.  "Menopause  and  Osteoporosis,"  2.  "Contraception  of  the  90's,"  3. 
"Stress  Management,"  and  4.  Blood  Pressure  Clinics  are  offered  free  for  Town  Employees. 

The  Board  of  Health  supports  the  articles  of  East  Middlesex  Association  for  Retarded 
Citizens,  Eastern  Middlesex  Human  Services,  and  East  Middlesex  Mosquito  Control.

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Report  of  the 
Housing  Authority 


The  Wakefield  Housing  Authority  was  chartered  in  1963  to  provide  for  low-income 
elders,  families,  and  the  disabled.  All  of  its  projected  income  and  expenditures  are  approved 
either  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  through  the  Executive  Office  of  Communities 
and  Development  (EOCD)  or  by  the  U.S.  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development 
(HUD). 

The  Authority  owns  and  manages  three  elderly  housing  developments;  1 16  apartments 
at  Hart's  Hill/Woodbury  Road;  10  apartments  and  15  congregate  units  at  Lincoln  School 
House;  and  40  apartments  at  Crystal  View.  Eight  apartments  of  two  bedrooms  each  are  rented 
to  low-income  families  and  the  Authority's  newest  development  adjacent  to  the  Hart's  Hill 
Complex  provides  residential  facilities  for  8  Department  of  Mental  Retardation  clients.  Two 
programs  of  leased  housing  are  provided:  156  Section  8  units  funded  by  the  Federal 
Government  and  a  State  Rental  Voucher  Program  for  families  and  clients  of  the  Department 
of  Mental  Health. 

During  1992,  the  State  Legislature  severely  cut  funding  for  the  State  Rental  Voucher 
Program  with  the  resulting  loss  of  tenants  no  longer  deemed  eligible  for  the  program.  The 
program  (previously  known  as  the  707  program)  is  now  called  the  Massachusetts  Rental 
Voucher  Program. 

Wakefield  made  two  applications  for  additional  Section  8  Certificates  —  both  were 
denied.  The  Authority  has,  however,  entered  into  the  North  Shore  Family  Self-Sufficiency 
Consortium  with  the  communities  of  Saugus,  Melrose,  Reading,  and  Winchester.  It  is  using 
one  to  three  of  its  regular  Section  8  certificates  for  this  FSS  program  which  encourages  and 
provides  services  to  tenants  to  become  self-sufficient  after  a  specified  number  of  years. 

The  consortium  also  worked  together  to  prepare  the  HUD-mandated  504  Transition 
Plan  and  Self  Evaluation  in  the  area  of  reasonable  accommodation  and  reasonable  modifi- 
cations for  persons  with  handicaps  in  public  housing.  Briefings  for  staff  have  been  held  on 
this  issue.  Another  staff  training  in  compliance  with  HUD  Regulations  was  a  Drug  and 
Alcohol  Seminar. 

During  the  early  part  of  1992  the  Fire  Department  and  the  Housing  Authority 
cooperated  to  present  special  fire  prevention  and  education  meetings  at  each  of  its  elderly 
developments.  An  official  policy  was  adopted  by  the  Board  in  regards  to  Community  Space 
Usage. 

The  Authority  participated  in  two  programs  which  brought  in  additional  help  for  the 
maintenance  department  at  no  cost  to  the  Authority.  Under  a  Federal  Program,  four 
Wakefield  youths,  14-16  years  old,  worked  doing  outside  maintenance  during  the  summer. 
Twice  during  the  year,  the  Authority  availed  itself  of  the  services  provided  by  teams  of 
workers  from  the  Community  Service  Work  Program  sponsored  by  the  Middlesex  County- 
Sheriffs  Department.  These  workers  did  painting,  cleaning,  and  yard  work  which  would 
otherwise  not  get  done. 
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Administrative  staff  include  Mary  S.  Sweeney,  Executive  Director;  Mary  Gallucci, 
Leased  Housing  Administrator;  Emily  Surette,  Administrative  Housing  Manager;  Myra 
Bartlett,  Bookkeeper/Office  Manager;  Marion  Reardon,  Leased  Housing  Assistant;  Beth 
Greenberg,  Tenant  Service  Coordinator;  Rita  McNamara,  Office/Maintenance  Assistant. 
Burl  Whelchel,  Eugene  Ruggerio  and  Richard  Custodio  maintain  all  properties. 

Board  meetings  are  held  the  fourth  Tuesday  of  the  month  at  the  office  in  the  Lincoln 
School.  The  Board  holds  one  meeting  a  year  at  Hart' s  Hill  and  one  at  Crystal  View.  Residents 
and  townspeople  are  invited  to  attend.

The  main  function  of  the  Wakefield  Council  on  Aging  is  service  to  the  over  5000  Senior 
Citizens  60  years  of  age  and  over. 

SERVICES 

1 .  Mealsite/Senior  Center  —  opened  at  Lincoln  School  House  in  January,  1984. 

2.  Van  Service  —  Transportation  to  doctors,  dentists,  hospitals,  therapy,  grocery 
shopping,  mealsite,  voting  and  group  activities.  Transportation  also  provided  three 
days  a  week  from  Geriatric  Day  Care  Center.  Melrose  Wakefield  Hospital  now 
provides  a  van  one  day  a  week,  Thursday,  to  transport  patients  to  appointments  at 
the  Hospital  and  to  doctors  affiliated  with  MWH. 

3.  Income  Tax  Assistance  —  Free  assistance  given  by  William  Gile,  and  William 
Joyce. 

4.  Newsletter  —  Monthly.  Paid  for  by  the  advertising  it  contains.  The  newsletter  is 
issued  twelve  times  a  year.  Mailed  twice  a  year  to  all  residents  60  and  over.  Funded 
by  a  Council  on  Aging  Grant. 

5.  ID  Cards  —  Issued  to  those  persons  60  years  of  age  and  older.  The  card  entitles 
the  holder  to  discounts  at  local  stores,  musical  and  athletic  events  at  the  High 
School.  MBTA  ID  Cards  available  at  office  in  the  spring. 

6.  Job  Service  —  The  Director  maintains  a  file  of  persons  seeking  employment  on  a 
part-time  basis. 

7.  Problem  Solving  —  Questions  pertaining  to  insurance,  Social  Security,  Medicare, 
medical  transportation,  home  care,  24-hour  invalid  care,  nursing  homes,  Meals  on 
Wheels,  food  stamps,  day  care  for  the  elderly  are  asked  and  referrals  are  made  to 
the  proper  agencies  for  assistance. 

8.  Publicity  —  All  Council  activities  are  publicized  through  the  Wakefield  Chronicle, 
Item,  Wakefield  Observer,  The  Council  Newsletter  and  Cable  TV,  Senior  Access, 
Channel  14. 

9.  Invalid  Appliances  —  The  Council  Office  provides  wheel  chairs,  canes,  walkers, 
and  other  appliances  on  loan. 

10.  Free  Legal  Service  —  is  provided  by  the  Greater  Boston  Legal  Services  at  the 
Council  Office  the  second  Monday  of  the  month.  This  is  by  appointment  only. 

PROGRAMS 

1 .  Health  Clinics  —  were  held  at  the  First  Baptist  Church,  the  Greenwood  Union 
Church  and  the  Council  Office.  Visiting  Nurses  of  Middlesex  East  conduct  the 
clinics  assisted  by  volunteers.  They  take  blood  pressure,  check  weight,  glucose 
screening  and  review  health  problems. 

2.  Flu  Clinics  —  The  director  assists  the  Board  of  Health  and  supplies  volunteers  for 
the  flu  clinics. 

3.  Informative  Programs  —  A  seminar  on  Health  Care  Proxies  and  Living  Wills  — 
Bay  State  65  Supplemental  Insurance  —  Art  Exhibit  Blue  Cross-Blue  Shield 
Medex. 

4.  Wakefield  Lodge  of  Elks  hosted  a  cook-out  and  entertainment  in  August. 
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5.  YMCA  has  time  set  aside  for  Senior  Citizens  to  swim. 

6.  A  group  of  Friends  of  the  Council  on  Aging  organized  to  help  the  Council 
purchase  items  not  included  in  their  budget. 

7.  Notary  Public  available  by  appointment  —  no  charge.

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Report  of  the 
Director  of  Public  Works 

As  required  by  Chapter  48  of  the  Acts  of  1950,  an  Act  authorizing  the  Town  of 
Wakefield  to  establish  a  Board  of  Public  Works,  I  respectfully  submit  a  report  of  the  work 
accomplished  in  1992  with  thoughts  for  the  future. 

1 .  The  RESCO  costs  have  still  not  been  resolved.  As  we  indicated  last  year,  the  passage 
of  the  Massachusetts  Clean  Air  Act  of  1986  required  the  RESCO  facility  to  install  Acid  Gas 
Scrubbers.  Additionally,  DEP  has  set  requirements  for  residue  disposal. 

The  pass  thru  costs  for  these  improvements  have  been  contested  by  Wakefield  and  the  12 
other  communities  using  the  facility.  In  addition  to  contesting  these  costs,  we  are  trying  to 
negotiate  a  long-term  (15  yr.)  contract  with  RESCO  which  could  solve  our  solid  waste 
disposal  problems  for  the  long-term  at  a  reasonable  cost.  It  is  expected  that  a  resolution  can 
be  arrived  at  in  1993. 

2.  As  a  result  of  reduced  funding,  in  calendar  year  1992,  town- wide  street  sweeping 
was  reduced  from  4  times  per  year  to  3  times  per  year.  This  reduction  is  already  showing  an 
increase  in  complaints  and  increased  cost  in  associated  areas.  Additional  reductions  in  this 
area  will  not  only  increase  the  dirt,  trash  and  leaves  that  remain  on  the  streets,  it  will  also 
continue  to  increase  the  maintenance  cost  of  catch  basins  and  drains  and  will  also  contribute 
to  icy  road  conditions. 

3.  The  Spaulding  Street  parking  area  was  improved  by  increasing  the  amount  of 
parking,  repaving  Spaulding  Street,  and  grooming  the  town's  vacant  lot.  This  project  should 
be  completed  in  calendar  year  1993.  We  would  like  to  thank  the  WCNA  for  their  assistance. 

4.  In  1992  the  DPW  began  a  trial  yard  waste  program,  which  proved  to  be  a  great 
success.  This  program  included  additional  opening  dates  at  the  Nahant  Street  Pit  and  2  fall 
curbside  collections.  The  program  planned  for  1993  will  include  3  curbside  collections  and 
39  pit  opening  dates.  The  goal  of  this  program  is  to  comply  with  state  mandates,  reduce  our 
cost  at  RESCO  and  provide  a  valuable  service  to  the  entire  community. 

5.  In  1992  the  DPW  reconstructed  the  tennis  courts  at  Veterans'  Field  with  donated 
funds.  Upon  completion  of  this  project,  the  courts  were  dedicated  in  honor  of  Robert  B. 
MacKenna,  Jr.  This  project  also  included  improvements  to  the  Floral  Way  and  Upper 
Common  walkways. 

6.  The  traffic  lights  at  Lowell  and  Vernon  Streets  have  been  installed  and  will  greatly 
assist  in  providing  for  pedestrian  safety. 

7.  In  1992  the  DPW  replaced  2  bombardiers.  Although  this  equipment  is  expensive, 
the  DPW  realized  a  savings  of  approximately  $30,000  by  purchasing  the  equipment  in  1992. 
This  equipment  should  last  approximately  30  years. 

8.  In  regards  to  the  Public  Works'  budget,  we  cannot  continue  to  level  fund  our  budget 
and  meet  the  needs  and  requirements  of  the  community.  Our  infrastructure  needs  substantial 
capital  investment  if  we  are  to  provide  for  the  future.  For  each  day  that  passes,  we  increase 
our  potential  liability  and  the  cost  of  repairing  our  infrastructure. 
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9.  On  Good  Friday,  April  17,1 992,  our  fleet  maintenance  supervisor,  Gerald  DeViller, 
passed  away.  In  the  short  time  that  Gerry  was  part  of  the  DPW  family,  he  implemented 
successful  programs  in  cost  control,  preventive  maintenance,  and  maintenance  programs  for 
the  School  Department  and  departments  under  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  His  dedication  and 
contributions  will  be  greatly  missed  by  the  community.  Those  in  the  town  who  knew  Gerry, 
and  all  of  us  at  the  DPW,  miss  his  guidance,  loyalty  and  friendship. 

10.  On  Friday,  October  2, 1992,  Richard  "Dick"  Boutiette  retired  as  Director  of  Public 
Works.  In  his  31  years  as  director,  Dick's  one  goal  was  to  make  Wakefield  the  finest 
community  in  the  state.  Through  his  tireless  efforts  he  succeeded,  and  now  we  need  to 
maintain  the  fine  infrastructure  he  created. 

In  honor  of  his  dedication  to  the  community,  the  Board  of  Public  Works  honored  Dick  by 

naming  him  "Director  Emeritus"  and  by  naming  our  North  Avenue  facility  the  "Richard  C. 

Boutiette  Public  Works  Facility." 

From  all  of  us  in  DPW,  we  want  to  wish  Dick  and  his  wife  the  best  of  luck  in  their  future 

endeavors  and  a  happy  and  healthy  retirement. 

For  details  of  Department  accomplishments,  I  refer  you  to  the  attached  reports. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  following  supervisors  for  their  support  during

ENGINEERING  DIVISION 

All  engineering  design  for  the  construction  of  streets,  sidewalks,  sewers,  water  mains, 
etc.  are  performed  by  this  division.  This  division  also  conducts  engineering  studies  and 
reviews  plans  for  various  Town  departments.  The  inspection  of  construction  by  contractors 
and  Town  forces  is  also  accomplished  by  the  engineering  division. 

Roadways 

A.  In  response  to  a  petition  filed  by  the  abutters,  a  preliminary  design  and  cost  estimate 
was  prepared  of  the  work  required  to  bring  West  Street  up  to  the  Town's  public  way 
standards. 
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B.  Construction  inspection  services  were  performed  for  the  improvements  to  the 
Spaulding  Street  area  adjacent  to  the  lower  common. 

C.  Inspection  of  the  following  developments  were  conducted:  Beechtree  Circle, 
Castlewoods,  Cowdry  Lane,  Germano  Lane,  Hidden  Place,  Mardeen  Estates,  Naublus  Way, 
and  Pheasantwoods. 

Sidewalks 

A.  At  the  request  of  abutters,  several  survey  and  cost  estimates  were  con- 

ducted and  prepared  respectively  for  proposed  sidewalks  throughout  the  Town. 

Water 

A.  Plans  and  specifications  were  prepared,  and  construction  services  were  provided  for 
the  following  projects:

The  engineering  firm  of 
Camp,  Dresser  &  McKee  was  hired  by  the  Town  to  perform  this  study  which  is 
scheduled  to  be  completed  in  1993. 

C.  Service  was  provided  to  the  Water  Division  for  locating  and  marking  water  mains 
as  required. 

Sanitary  Sewers 

A.  Inspection  services  for  the  construction  of  twenty-eight  new  sanitary  sewer  services 
were  provided  for  the  Sewer  Division.

A.  Preliminary  designs  and  cost  estimates  were  prepared  for  proposed  drainage 
improvements  on  Orchard  Avenue. 

B.  Engineering  services  were  provided  for  the  Saugus  River  Watershed  Committee,  to 
assist  the  committee's  study  of  flooding  problems  associated  with  the  Saugus  and 
Mill  Rivers.

The  Park  Division  is  responsible  for  the  proper  maintenance  of  the 
upper  and  lower  common,  the  shore  of  Lake  Quannapowitt,  all  playgrounds  (except  schools) 
and  roadside  grass  areas.

WATER  DIVISION 

The  residents  and  industries  of  Wakefield  consume  over  1,000,000  gallons  of  water 
yearly.  There  are  2  sources  of  supply,  namely  Crystal  Lake,  which  yields  14.6%,  and  the 
MWRA  yielding  85.4%.  This  division  is  responsible  for  the  maintenance  of  all  pumping 
stations,  the  water  tower,  distribution  lines  and  household  water  meters.

In  the  interest  of  demonstrating  the  purpose  of  the  Committee  to  build  stronger 
teamwork  within  the  system,  the  Chairman  of  the  School  Committee  and  the  Superintendent 
of  Schools  have  issued  a  joint  report  to  the  townspeople  of  Wakefield. 

The  Committee  welcomed  two  new  members,  William  Skulley  and  Concetta  Tecce, 
and  also  congratulated  Paul  Bettano  on  his  re-election.  The  Committee  and  administration 
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expressed  sincere  gratitude  to  Betsy  Sheeran  and  William  Connelly  for  their  dedication  to  the 
children  of  Wakefield  and  for  their  tireless  efforts  to  move  the  educational  system  forward. 
William  Chetwynd  was  elected  Chairman  and  Joanne  Dumont  was  elected  Secretary. 

The  Committee  has  begun  a  campaign  for  stronger  accountability  within  the  system 
and  started  this  effort  by  voting  to  require  evaluations  to  be  prepared  for  all  personnel  within 
the  system  annually.  The  Superintendent  has  been  directed  to  develop  an  evaluation 
procedure  that  is  geared  toward  supporting  good  performance  to  include  a  performance 
improvement  process  and  a  dismissal  process.  The  Committee  voted  a  new  contract  for  the 
Superintendent  to  extend  through  June  30,  1995.  This  contract  was  written  with  specific 
performance  language,  specific  objectives,  and  a  new  evaluation  instrument.  The  appropriate 
people  in  the  system  have  received  training  on  evaluations.  A  new  era  of  accountability  has 
begun. 

Also  in  the  interest  of  accountability,  the  administration  is  producing  a  monthly 
financial  report  which  allows  the  committee  to  have  more  up-to-date  information  for  its 
deliberations  and  improve  accountability. 


Funding  Issues 

At  the  Annual  1992  Town  Meeting,  the  School  Department  proposed  budget  was 
reduced  by  $390,000.  In  November  of  the  Fiscal  '93  budget,  $195,000  in  money  that  was 
carried  over  to  the  new  year  was  disallowed  by  the  Town.  The  School  Committee  has 
submitted  an  article  to  recoup  these  funds  at  the  1993  Annual  Town  Meeting.  In  sum- 
mary the  balancing  of  projected  educational  needs  each  year  with  the  availability  of  funds 
continues  to  be  a  major  challenge  for  the  School  Department  and  the  Town. 

Negotiations  with  the  teachers  are  continuing.  Wakefield  has  a  cadre  of  professionals 
that  compare  very  favorably  with  any  other  community.  The  goal  is  that  together  the  School 
Committee  and  staff  will  ride  through  the  hard  economic  times  and  provide  the  children  a 
quality  education.  Gratitude  goes  to  our  teachers  and  all  the  other  members  of  the  school 
department  for  their  dedicated  efforts  to  do  what  is  right  for  the  students.  The  Community  of 
Wakefield  should  be  proud  of  these  professionals. 


Community  Support 

Sincere  gratitude  goes  to  the  P.T.O.'s,  Wakefield  Educational  Foundation  (WEF), 
private  citizens,  and  local  business  for  the  many  wonderful  gifts  and  grants  the  school 
department  has  received  this  year.  The  PTO's  in  particular  have  continued  their  incredible 
support  of  the  staff  and  the  children.  The  WEF  also  continued  an  outstanding  grant  program 
this  year  and  deserve  recognition. 

Per  Pupil  Aid

In  August  of  1992  the  School  Committee  received  from  the  State  $100  per  student  to 
assist  in  the  funding  of  the  fiscal  '93  budget.  The  School  Committee  reduced  the  size  of 
classes,  restored  several  programs,  and  also  invested  the  funds  in  staff  development  and 
technology.  The  School  Department  looks  forward  to  continued  aid  as  a  result  of  legislation 
currently  being  debated  by  the  Legislature. 

Long  Range  Planning 

The  School  Department  has  developed  a  vision  of  education  in  Wakefield  in  which 
the  entire  community  becomes  a  learning  organization. 

Educators  and  citizens  have  joined  in  functional  groups  to  work  on  the  improvement 
of  communication,  curriculum  development,  staff  development  leadership,  technology, 
plant  maintenance  and  operations,  and  alternate  funding.  The  focus  of  this  effort  is  to  prepare 
for  a  future  which  provides  the  best  educational  services  to  our  young  people  and  citizens. 
A  final  report  of  the  Long  Range  Planning  Committee  will  be  developed  for  the  School 
Committee  and  for  the  Town  in  the  spring  of  1993. 

Wakefield  High  School  Accreditation 

The  New  England  Association  of  Secondary  Schools  and  Colleges  granted  accredita- 
tion to  Wakefield  High  School  emphasizing  the  fact  that  reduced  funding  had  reduced  school 
effectiveness.  The  report  concluded  that  "Wakefield  High  School  is  a  good  school  that  can 
become  even  better".  The  Accreditation  Team  also  recommended  the  restoration  of  depart- 
ment leadership.  The  School  Committee,  after  hearing  a  recommendation  from  the  Superin- 
tendent and  the  Administrative  Study  Committee,  created  positions  of  department  coordina- 
tors and  lead  teachers  at  the  high  school  who  have  responsibilities  systemwide  for  the 
coordination  of  curriculum. 

New  Classrooms  and  Renovations 

In  November  the  School  Department  presented  to  the  Town  Meeting  a  plan  to  add  three 
modular  classrooms  to  the  Walton  School  because  of  overcrowded  conditions  and  also  to 
renovate  the  Hurd  School  in  order  to  accommodate  the  anticipated  classroom  needs  over  the 
next  several  years. 

A  major  space  need  will  continue  at  the  Atwell/Junior  High  site.  The  Superintendent's 
Offices  will  move  to  the  high  school  in  order  to  create  space  for  anticipated  additional 
students  in  grades  5-8.  The  entire  project  is  expected  to  be  completed  in  the  fall  of  1993. 

Principal  Search 

With  the  resignation  of  Peter  Magner  as  principal  of  the  Hurd/Walton/West  Ward 
district,  a  search  began  for  a  new  principal.  The  Chairman  appointed  a  screening  committee 
of  parents,  teachers,  administrators,  and  a  School  Committee  representative.  That  committee 
has  completed  its  work  and  has  passed  on  to  the  Superintendent  the  candidates  they  viewed 
as  the  strongest.  The  process  at  this  writing  is  still  continuing  although  it  may  well  be 
concluded  by  Town  Meeting.  Sal  Lentine  has  filled  in  very  effectively  through  this  year. 

Volunteers 
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The  School  Committee  appointed  a  Coordinator  of  Volunteers  in  order  to  begin  to 
formulate  and  implement  a  plan  for  the  expansion  of  volunteers  in  Wakefield.  The  progress 
to  date  has  been  well  reported  in  the  local  papers  and  the  program  is  beginning  to  take  shape. 
Not  only  will  volunteers  help  reduce  costs  but  will  get  a  broader  base  of  the  community 
involved  in  the  education  process.  This  will  lead  to  more  services  for  students,  a  better 
understanding  within  the  community  of  educational  issues  and  to  stronger  community 
support  for  the  system. 

Creative  Measures  to  Reduce  Costs 

The  School  Department  has  developed  cooperative  endeavors  with  surrounding  school 
districts  to  share  costs.  The  Town  of  Stoneham  is  funding  two  classroom  aide  positions  in 
special  education.  Collaborative  grant  writing  and  the  focus  on  staff  development  for  the  area 
towns  are  planned  in  order  to  continue  to  move  funds  creatively  into  direct  education  services 
for  students.  To  reduce  costs,  the  School  Department  joins  with  the  districts  of  Melrose, 
Danvers,  Beverly,  Masconomet,  Hamilton,  Wenham,  Gloucester,  Swampscott,  Manchester, 
Rockport,  Marblehead,  Peabody  to  receive  bids  for  school  supplies.  For  oil,  the  School 
Department  works  with  Medford,  Maiden,  Everett,  Chelsea,  Stoneham,  Woburn,  Somerville 
and  Watertown  to  attract  the  lowest  bids.  The  Superintendent  of  the  towns  of  Melrose, 
Stoneham  and  Wakefield  meet  regularly  to  discuss  possibilities  of  continuing  educational 
services  in  a  cost  effective  manner  by  cost  sharing  programs. 

Technology 

In  the  technology  area,  the  School  Committee  has  added  more  equipment  to  the  system 
for  use  by  the  students  and  appointed  an  elementary  technology  coordinator  to  work  at 
advancing  the  use  of  technology  in  grades  kindergarten  through  grade  6.  The  Committee 
assigned  the  overall  responsibility  for  technology  in  the  classroom  to  the  High  School 
Computer  Science  Coordinator  and  appointed  a  new  Information  Systems  Coordinator.  All 
of  these  moves  are  in  the  direction  of  strengthening  the  use  of  technology  in  the  educational 
process,  a  must  in  the  world  of  today. 

The  high  school  TV  station  is  "back  on  the  air"  this  year.  This  program  not  only  allows 
the  community  to  enjoy  the  shows,  but  also  teaches  the  students  the  basics  of  television 
production  which  will  expand  in  the  years  to  come.  Educational  Moments  is  a  T.  V.  program 
produced  by  the  Superintendent  to  keep  the  public  informed  of  educational  matters. 

Public  Involvement 

The  Committee,  in  the  interest  of  promoting  better  relations  within  the  system  and 
between  the  Committee  and  the  staff,  has  initiated  a  series  of  "Farm  Street  Inn  Dinners". 
These  dinners  have  been  held  at  the  Farm  Street  Inn  at  Wakefield  High  School  and  have  given 
different  segments  of  the  system  the  opportunity  to  be  "honored"  guests.  Honored  guests  also 
get  to  make  presentations  at  the  dinners.  The  initiative  has  been  well  received  and  it  will  be 
continued. 

Remembering  a  Great  Teacher 
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The  Junior  High  staff  dedicated  the  courtyard  at  the  Galvin  Junior  High  School  in 
memory  of  a  much  loved  teacher  from  that  school,  Maureen  Rubbico.  Maureen  was  a 
dedicated  Social  Studies  teacher  at  the  school  who  passed  away  prematurely  in  1978.

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Report  of  the  Board  of  Library  Trustees 
Lucius  Beebe  Memorial  Library 

Each  year,  the  Board  of  Library  Trustees  approves  and  adopts  policies,  maintains  trust 
funds,  and  works  with  the  Director  and  staff  to  promote  and  protect  library  resources  for  the 
Town  of  Wakefield. 

In  1 992  the  Board  welcomed  new  Trustee  Timothy  Healy  for  a  three  year  term.  Bernard 
Spielman  and  Richard  Burchill  were  re-elected  to  three  year  terms.  Trustees  Gray  Sawyer 
served  as  Chair,  Harold  Regan  as  Vice-Chair,  Kristina  Carrick  as  Secretary. 

The  Board  amended  the  Library's  Meeting  Room,  Exhibit,  Solicitations  and  Public 
Notices  policies  in  1992. 

The  Board  approved  disbursement  of  Trust  Fund  monies  for: 

—  Youth  Room  Summer  Reading  Program  "Reach  for  It  —  Read!" 

—  Author  Day  for  Wakefield  third  graders 

—  Additional  public  access  catalog  terminals 

—  Staff  development 

Library  staff  continue  to  provide  a  variety  of  valuable  services  to  the  Wakefield 
community.  These  include  reference  services,  story  hours,  "booktalks",  reading  lists  for  kids 
and  adults,  a  summer  reading  program,  Author  Day,  collection  development,  and  school  and 
community  outreach  programs.  Special  accomplishments  by  the  staff  in  1992  included  the 
formulation  of  a  Long  Range  Plan  for  the  library  to  guide  it  through  1997,  and  the  award  of 
a  $10,000  LSCA  grant. 

The  ability  of  Beebe  Library  to  provide  excellent  service  was  augmented  by  active 
support  from  the  Friends  of  the  Library.  Friends'  funds  purchased  museum  passes,  furniture, 
equipment,  re-upholstery,  rental  books  and  tapes,  and  Youth  Room  materials.  The  group  had 
an  active  year,  sponsoring  a  Library  Day  at  Fenway,  a  flower  sale,  a  booksale,  a  trip  to  the 
Phantom  of  the  Opera,  and  a  Halloween  Hayride. 

In  1992,  many  Wakefield  residents  and  organizations  made  generous  gifts  to  the 
library,  adopted  magazines,  or  donated  books  in  memory  of  loved  ones.  All  these  gifts  are 
deeply  appreciated. 

Others,  volunteers,  made  gifts  of  their  time,  talents,  and  energy  this  year;  the  Trustees 
are  grateful. 

Finally,  the  Board  congratulates  the  Director  and  staff  for  jobs  well  done  in  1992. 
Beebe  Library  continues  to  be  an  excellent  resource  for  the  Town  of  Wakefield,  and  a  library 
card  the  best  bargain  in  town!

REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARY  DIRECTOR 

Youth  Services 

Early  Childhood  Services  —  Story  hours  for  preschoolers  provide  an  early  introduction  to 
books  and  the  library.  Participating  parents  are  encouraged  to  make  interaction  with  books 
part  of  the  daily  routine  of  their  children. 

In  January,  directors  of  early  childhood  centers  met  with  parents  to  discuss  the  different 
experiences  children  encounter  in  area  preschools.  The  program  was  videotaped  and  shown 
to  a  wider  audience  on  local  cable  TV. 

School-Library  Cooperation  —  Teachers  frequently  bring  classes  to  the  library  to  learn 
how  to  find  information.  The  library  provides  stories,  booktalks,  and  bibliographic  instruc- 
tion. After  school,  the  library  fills  with  older  students  seeking  homework  information. 

Children's  mystery  writer  LucindaLandon  was  guest  speaker  for  Author  Day  this  year. 
Ms.  Landon  is  an  illustrator  by  training,  so  could  show  as  well  as  explain  how  a  book 
develops.  All  third  graders  were  invited  to  this  program  which  was  funded  in  part  by  the 
Massachusetts  Cultural  Council  as  administered  by  the  Wakefield  Arts  Council. 

Reading  lists  of  recommended  books  were  distributed  to  each  grade  before  school 
closed  for  the  summer. 

Summer  Reading  Program  —  The  family-orientated  summer  reading  program  used  sports 
as  the  theme  for  nine  weeks  of  reading,  activities,  and  entertainment.  Jill  Tapper  volunteered 
to  run  the  Feed  'n  Read  discussion  group.  Esther  Nowell  and  the  Animal  Rescue  League 
staged  the  annual  Pet  Show.  Liz  Freeman  helped  children  create  puppets  and  put  on  plays. 
Pam  Fiske  created  a  distinctive  design  to  support  the  program,  and  gave  groups  of  children 
the  chance  to  explore  different  printing  techniques.  Susan  Linn  entertained  children  with 
guitar,  vocals,  and  puppets.  A  babysitting  clinic  trained  older  children  to  care  for  young 
children  and  babies. 

Story  hours  and  craft  programs  were  sandwiched  between  other  programs  throughout 
the  summer  and,  for  those  who  finished  the  minimum  amount  of  reading,  there  was  a  party 
with  entertainment  at  the  end  of  the  season. 

Readers'  and  Information  Services 

Reference  Services  —  Reference  desk  activities  continue  to  increase.  Job  seekers,  parents, 
students,  business  people  and  hobbyists  compete  with  tax  filers,  consumers  and  browsers  for 
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library  resources  and  staff  expertise. 

In  September,  the  library  tested  a  magazine  index  on  CD-ROM  that  also  provides  the 
full  text  of  selected  articles.  The  busy  public  overwhelmingly  approved  of  this  one-step 
research  tool,  and  the  library  responded  by  leasing  the  product  for  a  year. 

Home  Delivery  Service  —  Home  Delivery  Service  brings  those  who  love  to  read  but  are 
unable  to  visit  the  library  together  with  the  books  they  treasure.  Homebound  people  and 
nursing  home  residents  value  this  library  service  and,  along  with  the  library  staff,  appreciate 
the  corps  of  volunteers  who  deliver  and  then  return  these  books  to  the  library.  The  library 
wishes  to  express  gratitude  to  the  following  volunteers:  Marie  Beyer,  Lloyd  K.  Brown,  Sara 
DiPerri,  Nancy  DiTullio,  Mary  Gray,  Kristen  Henshaw,  Evelyn  Holmes,  Debbie  Judge, 
Alice  Morrison,  Gail  Shevlin,  Pat  Silveira,  Elinor  Smith,  and  Kathy  Young.  Staff  member 
Maureen  Nevin  is  the  contact  person  for  this  service. 

Exhibits  —  The  library's  exhibit  areas  provide  an  outlet  for  community  information  and 
artistic  expression.  Among  the  groups  using  the  library's  display  areas  in  1992  were:  the 
Wakefield  Historical  Society,  Creative  Arts,  Wakefield  Girl  Scouts,  the  Wakefield  Junior 
Woman's  Club,  PAWS,  Wakefield  Community  Access  Television,  the  Alliance  for  the 
Mentally  111,  and  the  Municipal  Light  Department.  Individuals  exhibiting  in  1992  were 
Bonnie  Campbell,  Jean  Taatjes,  Betty  Theroux,  members  of  Nancy  Gambone's  Senior 
Citizens'  Art  Class,  and  students  in  Stacy  McGrath's  elementary  school  class.  Mark  Sardella 
manages  bookings  for  exhibit  space. 

North  of  Boston  Library  Exchange  (NOBLE) — Through  the  library '  s  affiliation  with  the 
NOBLE  consortium  of  libraries,  Wakefield  patrons  have  access  to  a  computer  database  of 
over  700,000  book  titles  from  16  public  and  7  college  libraries.  Bunker  Hill  Community 
College  and  Middlesex  Community  College  joined  the  NOBLE  consortium  this  past  year, 
adding  their  resources  to  the  collection. 

In  the  third  year  of  the  Public  Access  Catalog  project,  Beebe  Library  has  eight  terminals 
available  for  use.  The  terminals  offer  author,  title,  subject,  and  keyword  search  capabilities. 

Besides  books,  NOBLE  libraries  shared  another  valuable  resource:  staff  expertise.  The 
subject  specialties  developed  by  colleagues  in  the  network  inform  the  purchasing  decisions 
at  Beebe  Library.  NOBLE  is  conducting  a  collection  assessment  and  development  project 
funded  in  part  by  a  federal  LSCA  grant.  While  numerous  subject  strengths  were  confirmed, 
the  holdings  of  most  public  libraries  in  math,  business  and  science  were  shown  to  be  deficient. 
As  a  result  of  these  findings,  Beebe  Library  identified  a  need  to  buy  current  textbooks  in  those 
subjects.  The  Rotary  Club  made  a  generous  contribution  for  this  purpose. 

Collection  Development  Grant  —  The  Massachusetts  Board  of  Library  Commissioners 
awarded  a  $  10,000  federal  LSCA  grant  to  Beebe  Library  for  the  acquisition  of  print  and  non- 
print  materials  in  the  science,  technology,  and  social  science  fields.  The  grant's  author, 
Elizabeth  Owens,  will  be  purchasing  a  circulating  collection  of  books  and  instructional 
videos  for  the  students  and  independent  learners  of  Wakefield. 
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Adult  Literacy  Workshop 

The  Adult  Literacy  Workshop,  coordinated  by  Jody  Sherman  and  Nancy  Tolleson,  ended  the 
year  with  sixty  students  and  sixty-two  tutors.  Forty-three  students  were  studying  English  as 
a  second  language  and  seventeen  were  working  on  basic  reading  skills.  Since  this  is  an 
individualized  tutoring  program,  a  great  deal  of  volunteer  effort  goes  into  making  it  such  a 
success.  In  1992,  volunteers  donated  4300  hours. 

The  program  serves  a  diverse  group  of  people.  This  year,  the  student  body  spoke  16 
different  languages  and  represented  every  continent  except  Australia  and  the  Antarctic.  Each 
student  measures  success  against  his  or  her  own  personal  set  of  goals.  This  year's  achieve- 
ments include  a  Russian  emigre  whose  limited  English  skills  made  him  unemployable  despite 
his  engineering  education.  As  his  English  improved,  he  found  temporary  employment  and 
is  now  working  full-time  in  his  field.  Another  Russian  student  was  accepted  into  night  school. 
A  student  who  registered  this  past  fall  to  prepare  for  the  GED  was  enrolled  at  North  Shore 
Community  College  at  year-end. 

There  is  a  waiting  list  for  the  program. 

Community  Support 

Gifts  —  In  response  to  the  drive  conducted  by  Rebecca  Rohr,  individuals  and  community 
organizations  generously  donated  magazines  to  the  library.  This  past  year,  forty-nine 
contributors  donated  seventy  magazines  with  a  total  value  of  over  $2000.  Civic  groups  using 
the  meeting  rooms  expressed  their  appreciation  for  the  space  by  making  donations  to  the 
library.  The  Savings  Bank  donated  covers  for  borrowers'  cards. 

Volunteers  —  Citizens  of  Wakefield  who  helped  keep  the  shelves  in  order  included  Norma 
Cotter,  Mary  Gray,  Alex  Johnson,  Ron  MacDougall,  and  Brian  Snow. 

Students  from  Salem  State  College  gave  income  tax  assistance  to  elderly,  handicapped, 
low-income,  or  non-English  speaking  residents  unable  to  prepare  their  own  returns,  or  for 
whom  professional  help  was  out  of  reach. 

Friends  of  the  Library  —  The  Friends  of  Beebe  Library  sponsored  several  cultural  events 
and  fundraisers.  Activities  ran  from  Family  Day  at  Fenway  Park  to  the  Phantom  of  the 
Opera.  A  bus  took  families  to  the  Wheelock  Family  Theater  for  Toad  of  Toad  Hall. 
Halloween  was  observed  with  a  performance  by  the  Boston  Children's  Theatre  at  Franklin 
Park  Zoo.  The  book  sale,  bake  sale,  and  flower  sale,  the  sale  of  the  remainder  of  the  tote  bags, 
and  copier  fees  brought  money  into  the  treasury. 

The  Friends  donated  funds  for  the  museum  passes,  InfoTrac,  office  chairs,  a  paperback 
rack,  a  laminator,  and  upholstering  the  chairs  in  the  600' s  Room. 

People  who  support  their  library  give  a  gift  to  their  entire  community.

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Report  of  the 
Municipal  Light  Department 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Wakefield: 

Our  ninety-ninth  Annual  Report  of  the  Municipal  Light  Department  covers  the  fiscal 
period  July  1,  1991  to  June  30, 1992. 

The  total  electric  sales  were  only  slightly  above  the  previous  fiscal  year  due  mainly  to 
energy  conservation  and  a  general  slowdown  of  the  economy.  The  Massachusetts  Municipal 
Wholesale  Electric  Company  had  three  refinancings  that  will  save  this  Department  approxi- 
mately $24  million  over  the  life  of  the  bonds.  These  bonds  were  the  ones  that  were  sold  in 
the  mid  1980's  to  finance  both  the  Seabrook  and  Millstone  projects.  The  Department  also 
commenced  using  new  handheld  meter  reading  devices  that  will  make  it  much  easier  to 
record  meter  readings  and  input  the  readings  into  our  computer.  We  are  continuing  to 
computerize  our  office  functions  to  make  it  easier  to  answer  our  customer's  inquiries. 

Our  gas  sales  were  up  by  approximately  6.9%  due  to  cooler  winter  weather  and  the 
continued  addition  of  gas  heat  customers.  The  Department  is  continuing  the  investigation  of 
a  change  in  the  supply  of  natural  gas.  It  is  hopeful  that  a  less  expensive  and  more  flexible 
supply  will  be  found  within  the  next  year.  We  continue  to  upgrade  the  gas  distribution  system 
in  order  to  assure  our  customers  of  an  adequate  and  reliable  gas  supply.

Bylaw) 

SECTION  13.  SIGNS 

1 3  A   INTENT  &  PURPOSE 

It  is  the  intent  and  purpose  of  this  bylaw  to  provide  for  the  manner  in  which  signs, 
billboards,  and  other  advertising  devices  shall  be  constructed,  altered,  and  displayed  in  the 
Town  of  Wakefield. 

Within  the  context  of  the  above  general  intent  and  purpose,  additional  purposes  of  this 
bylaw  are  as  follows: 

1 .  To  restrict  private  signs  which  overload  the  public's  capacity  to  receive  information, 
which  violate  privacy,  or  which  increase  the  probability  of  accidents  by  distracting  attention 
or  obstructing  vision. 

2.  To  encourage  signing  and  other  private  communications  which  aid  orientation, 
identify  activities,  express  local  history  and  character  or  serve  other  educational  purposes. 

3.  To  reduce  conflict  among  private  signs  and  between  the  private  and  public 
environmental  information  systems. 

13.B       APPLICABILITY 

1 .  General  Applicability  —  All  new  or  reconstructed  or  renovated  signs  shall  conform 
to  the  provisions  of  this  bylaw,  except  as  specifically  exempted  from  town  bylaws  by  the 
Massachusetts  General  Laws,  as  amended. 

2.  Nonconforming  Signs  —  A  nonconforming  sign  is  any  sign  which  does  not  conform 
to  the  regulations  of  this  bylaw.  Any  nonconforming  sign  legally  erected  prior  to  the  adoption 
of  this  bylaw  or  any  amendment  hereto,  may  be  continued  to  be  used  and  maintained  but  shall 
not  be  enlarged,  reduced,  redesigned,  or  altered  in  any  way  unless  it  conforms  with  the 
provisions  contained  herein.  Rewording  of  a  sign  is  allowed  except  when  there  is  a  change 
of  use.  Any  sign  which  has  been  destroyed  or  damaged  to  the  extent  that  the  cost  of  repair  or 
restoration  will  exceed  eighty  percent  of  the  replacement  value  as  of  the  date  of  destruction 
shall  not  be  repaired,  rebuilt,  restored,  or  changed  unless  in  conformity  with  this  bylaw. 

"The  exemption  herein  granted  shall  not  apply  to  any  sign  which  has  been  abandoned 
(not  used  for  six  months  or  more),  or  shall  not  have  been  repaired  or  properly  maintained 
within  sixty  days  after  notice  to  that  effect  has  been  given  by  the  Building  Inspector." 

3. Signs  Under  Construction  —  Any  sign,  the  erection  of  which  has  been  lawfully 
begun  and  carried  on  in  good  faith  before  this  bylaw  becomes  operative,  may  be  completed 
according  to  laws  and  regulations  then  in  force,  but  shall  conform  hereto  as  far  as  practicable 
without  hardship.  If  such  sign  does  not  conform  to  the  provisions  of  this  bylaw  it  shall  be 
classified  as  a  nonconforming  sign. 

4.  Removal  of  Certain  Signs  —  The  owner  of  a  discontinued  or  abandoned  sign  of  the 
kind  specified  in  paragraph  a  or  b  below,  or  the  owner  of  the  premises,  shall  remove  said  sign, 
together  with  any  separate  supporting  structure,  within  60  days  after  written  notification  from 
the  Building  Inspector: 

a.  A  sign  accessory  to  a  nonconforming  use  when  the  nonconforming  use  has  been 
abandoned. 
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b.  A  sign  erected  after  adoption  of  this  bylaw  which,  because  of  a  change  in  the  type 
of  occupancy,  or  because  of  non-use  of  the  premises  for  six  successive  months,  ceases  to  refer 
to  a  business  conducted  or  product  sold  on  the  premises,  unless  such  a  sign  has  been  altered 
so  as  to  again  be  accessory  to  the  premises. 

The  Building  Inspector  may  cause  to  be  removed  any  sign  that  endangers  public  safety. 

13.C       DEFINITIONS 

For  the  purpose  of  this  Bylaw,  the  following  words  and  terms  used  herein  are  hereby 
defined  or  the  meaning  thereof  is  explained  or  limited: 

Accessory  Sign:  Any  billboard,  sign,  or  other  advertising  device  that  advertises,  calls 
attention  to,  or  indicates  the  person  or  persons  occupying  the  premises,  as  defined  herein,  on 
which  the  sign  is  erected  or  the  business  transacted  thereon,  or  advertises  the  property  itself 
or  any  part  thereof  as  for  sale  or  to  let,  even  though  it  contains  no  other  advertising  matter. 

Awning:  Any  structure  made  of  cloth  or  other  flexible  material  with  a  frame  attached 
to  a  building  and  projecting  over  a  sidewalk  or  a  sidewalk  portion  of  a  way,  without  supports 
on  the  ground. 

Board  of  Appeals:  The  Board  of  Appeals  established  or  operating  in  the  Town  of 
Wakefield  under  Chapter  40A  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  as  amended. 

Building  Inspector:  The  Building  Inspector  appointed  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Building  Bylaw  of  the  Town  of  Wakefield  as  now  or  hereafter  in  force  and  effect. 

Building  Sign:  A  sign  attached  to  a  building  in  a  business  district  which  identifies  the 
building  as  a  whole  or  its  predominant  use. 

Business  District:  The  area  within  the  town  zoned  for  business,  limited  business, 
neighborhood  business,  limited  industrial,  and  industrial  uses  under  the  Zoning  Bylaw  of  the 
Town  of  Wakefield. 

Canopy  or  Marquee:  Any  structure  other  than  an  awning,  on  frames  attached  to  a 
building,  projecting  over  a  sidewalk  or  a  sidewalk  portion  of  the  way,  and  carried  by  a  frame, 
whether  or  not  supported  by  the  ground  or  sidewalk. 

Erected:  The  word  "erected"  shall  include  the  words  attached,  built,  constructed, 
altered,  enlarged  or  moved. 

Freestanding  Sign:  The  term  "freestanding  sign"  shall  include  any  exterior  sign  erected 
on  or  affixed  to  the  land  and  not  attached  to  a  building. 

Non-Accessory  Sign:  Any  billboard,  sign,  or  other  advertising  device  that  does  not 
come  within  the  foregoing  definition  of  an  accessory  sign. 

Occupancy  Sign:  A  sign  attached  to  a  building  identifying  the  occupancy  within  a 
specific  portion  of  the  building. 

Parking  Area:  A  public  parking  area  or  a  private  parking  area  that  is  open  to  parking 
of  motor  vehicles  for  business  activities. 

Pedestrian  Sign:  An  occupancy  sign  at  pedestrian  eye  level. 

Person:  The  word  "person"  shall  include  an  individual,  two  or  more  individuals  having 
a  joint  common  interest,  partnership,  association,  corporation,  governmental  agency,  busi- 
ness trust,  estate,  or  any  other  legal  entity.  (Revised) 

Premises:  A  lot  with  separate  frontage  as  shown  on  the  Assessors  Map  or  on  a 
Subdivision  Plan. 
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Residential  District:  A  residential  district  is  any  area  situated  within  a  district  zoned  for 
residential  purposes  under  the  Zoning  Bylaw.  It  includes  Special  Single  Residence  Districts, 
Single  Residence  Districts,  General  Residence  Districts,  and  Multiple  Residence  Districts. 

Sign:  The  word  "sign"  shall  include  any  letter,  word,  symbol,  drawing,  picture,  design, 
device,  article,  and/or  object  that  advertises,  calls  attention  to,  or  indicates  any  premises, 
person,  or  activity,  whatever  the  nature  of  the  material  and  manner  of  composition  or 
.construction. 

Sign,  Area  of: 

1.  The  area  of  a  sign  shall  be  considered  to  include  all  lettering,  wording,  and 
accompanying  designs  and  symbols,  together  with  the  background  on  which  they  are 
displayed,  any  frame  around  the  sign  and  any  "cutouts"  or  extensions,  but  shall  not  include 
any  supporting  structure  or  bracing. 

2.  The  area  of  a  sign  consisting  of  individual  letters  or  symbols  attached  to  or  painted 
on  a  surface,  building,  wall  or  window,  shall  be  considered  to  be  that  of  the  smallest 
quadrangle  or  a  triangle  which  encompasses  all  of  the  letters  and  symbols. 

3.  The  area  of  a  sign  consisting  of  a  three-dimensional  object  shall  be  considered  to  be 
the  area  of  the  largest  vertical  cross-section  of  that  object. 

4.  In  computing  the  area  of  signs  only  one  side  of  back-to-back  signs  shall  be  included. 
Store:  A  "store"  shall  include  any  establishment,  office,  or  place  of  business. 
Street:  A  public  way  or  a  private  way. 

Zoning  Bylaw:  The  Zoning  Bylaw  of  the  Town  of  Wakefield  as  from  time  to  time  in 
force  and  effect. 

13.D       ALLOWED  ACCESSORY  SIGNS 

No  person  shall  erect,  display,  or  maintain  a  billboard,  sign,  or  other  advertising  device 
(non-accessory  sign)  within  the  Town  of  Wakefield,  except  those  specifically  exempt  under 
State  law  or  as  otherwise  provided  for  hereinafter. 

1 .  Residential  Districts  —  No  accessory  sign  shall  be  erected  or  maintained  in  any 
Residential  District  except  as  hereinafter  expressly  provided: 

a.  For  each  residential  building  housing  not  more  than  two  families,  there  may  be  one 
such  sign  for  each  residence.  Such  sign  shall  not  exceed  one  square  foot. 

b.  For  each  residential  building  housing  more  than  two  families,  or  in  the  case  of  a  group 
of  such  buildings  forming  a  single  housing  establishment,  with  each  such  establishment  there 
may  be  one  primary  sign  which  shall  not  exceed  three  square  feet,  and  one  secondary  sign 
for  each  separate  building  in  a  group  of  such  buildings  which  shall  not  exceed  one  square  foot. 

c.  During  construction  there  may  be  one  temporary,  unlighted  sign  on  each  lot 
advertising  the  sale  or  rental  of  the  premises  or  the  name  and  address  of  the  contractor 
responsible  for  any  construction,  painting,  or  repair,  provided  that  such  sign  shall  not  exceed 
nine  square  feet  in  area  and  shall  be  removed  within  14  days  after  such  sale,  rental,  or 
construction,  painting,  or  repair  has  been  completed. 

d.  There  may  be  one  temporary  unlighted  sign  on  each  lot  advertising  rental  or  sale  of 
the  premises,  provided  that  such  sign  shall  not  exceed  nine  square  feet  in  area  and  shall  be 
removed  within  30  days  after  the  rental  or  sale  of  the  premises. 

e.  There  may  be  an  accessory  sign  or  signs  on  the  premises  of  any  building,  constructed, 
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erected,  altered,  enlarged,  extended,  or  reconstructed  which  is  used  for  the  purpose  of  any 
permitted  nonconforming  or  nonresidential  use,  the  number  and  type  in  each  case  to  be 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Appeals.  Window  signs  comprising  posters,  placards, 
or  signs  painted  on  or  otherwise  displayed  on  windows  and  visible  from  the  street  shall  not 
exceed  10  percent  of  the  individual  window  area  or  five  percent  of  the  glass  area  of  any  exit 
door. 

f.  No  non-accessory  signs  shall  be  erected  or  maintained  in  a  Residential  District. 

g.  Churches,  schools,  or  public  uses  shall  not  be  subject  to  the  limitations  of  this  section, 
h.  A  permitted  home  occupation  shall  be  allowed  a  single  identifying  sign  not 

exceeding  two  square  feet  in  area. 

i.  Temporary  signs  as  described  in  subsection  (3)  below 

2.  Business  Districts  —  In  Business  Districts,  only  those  signs  may  be  erected  or 
maintained  which  are  permitted  in  Residential  Districts  as  provided  above  or  which  comply 
with  the  following  provisions: 

a.  Accessory  Signs  —  Signs  whose  subject  matter  relates  exclusively  to  the  premises 
on  which  they  are  located,  or  to  products,  accommodations,  or  activities  on  those  premises 
(accessory  signs),  shall  be  allowed. 

b.  Number  and  Type  of  Signs 

(1)  Each  building  may  have  one  building  sign  oriented  to  each  street  on  which  the 
premises  have  frontage,  identifying  the  building  as  a  whole  or  its  predominate  use. 

(2)  In  addition,  there  may  be  one  occupancy  sign  and  one  pedestrian  sign  oriented  to 
each  street  or  parking  area  on  which  the  premises  have  frontage,  relating  to  each  occupancy 
within  the  building. 

(3)  Freestanding  signs  are  allowed  in  business  and  industrial  districts.  Each  lot  may 
have  one  (1),  30  square  foot  in  area  sign,  no  more  than  six  (6)  feet  in  height  and  must  be  set 
back  no  less  than  8  feet  from  the  edge  of  the  right  of  way.  If  the  building  on  a  lot  is  more  than 
100  feet  or  greater  from  the  edge  of  the  right  of  way  line,  then  a  freestanding  sign  of  no  more 
than  fifty  (50)  square  feet  in  area  or  ten  (10)  feet  in  any  linear  dimension  or  twenty  feet  from 
the  ground,  is  allowed.  The  sign  must  be  set  back  no  less  than  8  feet  from  the  edge  of  the  right 
of  way  line.  Freestanding  signs  shall  be  erected  within  a  landscaped  island  designed  to  protect 
the  signs  from  damage  by  vehicles. 

3.  Other  Signs  —  The  following  are  allowed  in  addition  to  signs  as  limited  above: 

a.  Names  of  buildings,  date  of  erection,  monumental  citations,  and  commemorative 
tablets  up  to  10  square  feet  in  area,  when  made  a  permanent  and  integral  part  of  the  building. 

b.  Building  directories:  In  a  business  or  industrial  zone  each  lot  is  allowed  one  free 
standing  directory  sign.  The  area  shall  be  no  greater  than  one  square  foot  per  occupant  or 
tenant,  such  sign  may  be  white  lighted  indirectly.  The  height  from  the  base  on  the  ground  to 
the  highest  part  should  not  exceed  six  feet.  No  part  of  the  sign  structure  shall  be  set  back  less 
than  100  feet  from  the  edge  of  the  right  of  way  on  which  the  industrial  or  business  building 
is  situated. 

c.  Traffic  control  and  guidance  signs,  in  conformance  with  public  traffic  sign  standards, 
but  located  on  private  property,  and  orientational  signs  up  to  two  square  feet  in  area,  displayed 
for  purposes  of  direction  or  convenience,  including  signs  identifying  rest  rooms,  freight 
entrances,  and  the  like. 
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4.  Location  of  Signs 

a.  No  sign  shall  project  over  a  public  right-of-way  or  come  within  three  feet  of  the  curb 
line.  A  sign  on  a  marquee  or  canopy  providing  shelter  may  project  over  a  sidewalk  but  may 
not  come  within  three  feet  of  the  curb  line  on  a  private  right  of  way.  A  sign  attached  to  a 
building,  built  flush  with  the  front  property  line  may  extend  into  the  public  right  of  way  by 
an  amount  equal  to  the  width  of  the  sign,  but  not  more  than  12  inches. 

b.  No  sign  shall  extend  more  than  three  feet  above  the  roof  plate  line  of  the  wall  to  which 
if  attached,  nor  above  the  third  floor  of  a  multi-story  building.  No  roof  signs  are  allowed. 

c.  The  top  of  pedestrian  signs  shall  be  no  higher  than  10  feet  above  the  sidewalk. 

d.  For  other  than  first  floor  occupants  occupancy  signs,  if  any,  shall  be  located  between 
the  second  and  third  floors. 

e.  Any  sign  attached  to  a  building  shall  meet  the  setback  requirements  for  that  building. 
Any  other  sign  shall  be  set  back  from  any  lot  line  a  distance  equal  to  its  height,  but  not  less 
than  eight  feet. 

5.  Size  of  Signs 

a.  Individual  Sign  Sizes — The  total  sign  area  allowed,  as  calculated  in  accordance  with 
the  below  provisions 

(Section  13D.3.d)  (2)  may  be  distributed  among  the  various  signs  on  the  premises. 
However,  individual  signs  shall  not  exceed  the  following  maximum  sizes: 

( 1 )  Building  Signs  and  Occupancy  signs  shall  not  exceed  fifty  square  feet  in  area,  shall 
not  be  more  than  three  feet  overall  in  height,  and  shall  not  extend  more  than  three  quarters 
of  the  width  of  the  wall. 

(2)  Pedestrian  Signs  shall  not  exceed  five  square  feet  in  area. 

(3)  Freestanding  Signs  shall  not  exceed  fifty  square  feet  in  area  or  ten  feet  in  any  linear 
dimension  or  twenty  feet  in  height. 

b.  Total  Area  of  signage  permitted  per  lot,  not  to  exceed  the  maximum  sizes  stated  in 
Section  13.D.5.a 

( 1  )If  a  building  on  a  lot  is  to  be  located  1 00  feet  or  less  form  the  edge  of  the  right  of  way 
then  the  total  area  of  all  signs  on  the  exterior  of  the  building,  including  free  standing  signs, 
shall  not  exceed  one  and  one  half(  1 1/2)  square  feet  times  the  total  street  frontage,  on  the  right 
of  way(s). 

(2)  If  a  building  on  a  lot  is  more  than  100  feet  from  the  edge  of  the  right  of  way  then 
the  total  area  of  all  signs  on  the  exterior  of  the  building,  including  freestanding  signs,  shall 
not  exceed  two  square  feet  times  the  total  street  frontage,  on  the  right  of  way(s). 

c.  Permanent  Window  Signs  —  Permanent  signs  on  the  surface  of  or  inside  display 
windows  shall  cover  no  more  than  10%  of  the  display  window  area. 

6.  Illumination 

a.  Signs  shall  be  illuminated  only  by  steady,  stationary,  shielded  light  sources  directed 
solely  at  the  sign,  or  internal  to  it,  without  causing  glare  for  motorists,  pedestrians,  or 
neighboring  premises. 

b.  Illuminated  signs,  including  neon  signs,  shall  not  produce  more  than  one  foot-candle 
of  illumination  four  feet  from  the  sign. 

c.  Signs  shall  not  be  illuminated  between  the  hours  of  1 1 :00  p.m.  and  7:00  a.m.  unless 
related  to  an  establishment  operating  between  those  hours. 
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d.  All  permanent  outdoor  lights  such  as  those  used  for  area  lighting  or  building 
floodlighting  shall  be  steady,  stationary,  shielded  sources  directed  so  as  to  avoid  causing  glare 
for  motorists,  pedestrians,  or  neighboring  premises.  The  marginal  increase  in  light,  as 
measured  at  any  property  line  other  than  a  street  line,  shall  not  exceed  one  foot-candle. 

7.  Temporary  Signs  (all  districts) 

The  following  temporary  signs  are  allowed  without  a  permit. 

a.  Construction  Signs  —  identifying  parties  involved  in  construction  on  the  premises. 
These  signs  shall  be  set  back  a  minimum  of  eight  feet  from  any  lot  line  and  shall  be  removed 
after  completion  of  construction. 

(1)  Residential  (One  and  Two-Family  Homes)  —  One  unlighted  sign  of  up  to  nine 
square  feet. 

(2)  Business  and  Multiple  Residence  Districts  —  One  illuminated  sign  of  up  to  25 
square  feet. 

(3)Subdivision  Sign  —  One  unlighted  sign  of  up  to  25  square  feet  identifying  a 
residential  or  nonresidential  subdivision  may  be  erected  and  displayed  for  a  period  of  up  to 
two  years  or  until  all  lots  are  sold,  whichever  comes  first. 

b.  Real  Estate  Signs  —  one  unlighted  sign  of  up  to  nine  square  feet  pertaining  to  the 
sale,  rental,  or  lease  of  the  premises  on  which  the  sign  is  displayed,  to  be  removed  within  14 
days  after  sale,  rental  or  lease. 

c.  Display  Window  Signs  —  signs  on  the  surface  of  or  inside  display  windows,  lighted 
only  by  building  illumination  and  covering  no  more  than  20%  of  the  display  area  (business 
districts  only). 

d.  Political  Signs  —  Freestanding  unlighted  sign  of  six  square  feet  or  less.  Such  sign 
shall  be  put  up  no  earlier  than  30  days  prior  to  the  election  and  shall  be  removed  no  later  than 
10  days  after  the  election.  Political  signs  shall  be  set  back  a  minimum  of  eight  feet  from  any 
lot  line  and  shall  be  not  attached  to  trees,  utility  poles  but  shall  have  their  own  self-supporting 
frame  and  means  of  being  affixed  to  the  land. 

8.  Event  Signs 

Banners  and  posters  (except  posters  intended  for  window  display)  covering  social, 
seasonal,  holiday  and  religious  events,  including  garage  sales,  shall  be  referred  to  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  for  approval  and  issuance  of  a  temporary  permit.  Temporary  signs  and  banners 
must  be  firmly  attached  to  a  supporting  device  and  present  no  undue  hazard  to  the  public.  The 
time  allowed  this  type  of  advertising  shall  not  exceed  30  days. 

1 3.E       PROHIBITED  DEVICES 

1 .  No  sign  or  light  shall  move,  flash,  or  make  noise.  This  shall  include  commercial 
balloon  devices  and  highpowered  search  lights,  (Indicators  of  time  or  temperature  may 
move.) 

2.  Colored  lights  and  illuminated  signs  employing  colors  in  use  in  traffic  signal  lights 
are  prohibited  within  view  of  any  signalized  intersection. 

3.  Any  imitation  of  official  traffic  signs  or  signals  and  the  use  of  such  words  as  "stop," 
"look,"  "danger,"  "go  slow,"  "caution,"  or  "warning"  are  prohibited. 
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4.  No  red  or  green  lights  or  any  lighting  effect  utilizing  such  colors  used  on  any  sign 
if,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Chief  of  Police,  such  light  or  lighting  would  create  a  hazard  to  the 
operation  of  motor  vehicles. 

5.  Portable  signs  with  or  without  replaceable  letters  which  may  be  moved  from  one 
location  to  another. 

6.  Signs  on  unregistered  vehicles  which  are  visible  from  nearby  public  rights-of-way 
(except  for  temporary  "for  sale"  signs). 

13.F        CONSTRUCTION  AND  MAINTENANCE 

1.  Wall  Signs  —  No  sign  shall  be  painted  or  posted  directly  on  the  exterior  surface  of 
any  wall.  All  signs  must  be  painted,  posted,  or  otherwise  securely  affixed  to  a  substantial 
intermediary  removable  surface  which  shall  be  securely  affixed  to  the  wall  of  the  building. 
The  foregoing,  however,  shall  not  prevent  the  installation  of  a  sign  by  individual  letters  or 
devices  cut  into,  or  securely  affixed  to,  the  exterior  wall  of  a  building.  The  material  of  the  sign 
and  intermediary  surface  and  the  manner  in  which  they  are  affixed  to  their  respective  surfaces 
or  walls  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Building  Inspector. 

2.  Maintenance  —  All  signs,  including  temporary  signs,  shall  be  securely  erected  or 
affixed  and  shall  be  kept  safe,  neat  and  clean  and  in  good  and  safe  repair  and  operating 
condition,  to  the  reasonable  satisfaction  of  the  Building  Inspector. 

3.  Illuminated  Signs  —  Illuminated  signs  shall  be  constructed  of  noncombustible 
materials,  except  that  facings,  letters,  figures,  decorations,  and  structural  trim  may  be  made 
of  approved  combustible  plastics  as  defined  in  accordance  with  American  Society  for  Testing 
Materials  standard  methods. 

13.G       ADMINISTRATION 

1 .  Required  Permits  —  A  permit  from  the  Building  Inspector  is  required  before  sign 
erection,  alteration  or  enlargement  except  for  ordinary  maintenance,  and  if  necessary  apermit 
from  the  electrical  inspector  and/or  approval  of  the  Chief  of  Police,  is  required  before  sign 
erection. 

2.  Signs  Not  Requiring  Permits — No  permit  shall  be  necessary  for  the  following  signs: 

a.  Those  exempted  under  Section  13.11,  which  follows. 

b.  Residential  signs  as  described  in  Section  13.D. 

c.  Temporary  signs  as  described  in  Section  13.D. 

3.  Application  for  Permit  —  The  owner  or  lessee  of  the  premises  on  which  a  sign  is  to 
be  erected  shall  file  the  following  with  the  Building  Inspector: 

a.  An  application  in  duplicate  for  a  permit  on  appropriate  forms  furnished  by  the 
Building  Inspector.  The  written  consent  of  the  owner  of  the  premises  concerned,  or  of  his 
authorized  agent,  shall  be  required. 

b.  Full  name,  residence  and  business  address  of  the  owner  of  the  property,  of  the  lessee, 
if  any,  and  of  any  authorized  agent  to  whom  notices  may  be  sent. 

c.  Locations,  position  and  dimensions  of  sign. 

d.  Such  plans,  structural  drawings  and  specifications  as  the  Inspector  may  require  for 
temporary  examination  and  permanent  record. 

e.  A  Surety  Company  bond  as  required  by  the  Building  Code  of  the  Town  of  Wakefield. 
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4.  Powers  of  Building  Inspector  and  Other  Inspectors. 

a.  Issuance  of  Permit: — The  Building  Inspector  shall,  within  2 1  days,  approve  or  reject 
any  applications  for  a  sign  filed  with  him  in  accordance  with  all  requirements  of  this  bylaw 
and  all  other  applicable  laws,  bylaws,  and  regulations. 

b.  Electrical  Inspections:  —  Electrical  permits  are  required  for  any  sign  which  is  to  be 
illuminated.  The  permit  must  be  issued  simultaneously  with  the  Building  Permit.  The  sign 
and  the  sign's  power  supply  shall  conform  to  the  National  Electrical  Code. 

c.  Applicability  of  Building  Code  —  Signs  shall  be  deemed  to  be  structures  subject  to 
all  applicable  provisions  of  the  Town  Building  Code  and  to  all  of  the  powers  thereby  granted 
to  the  Code  and  to  the  Building  Inspector. 

5.  Penalty  for  Violation/Non-Criminal  Disposition  —  Any  alleged  violation  of  the 
provisions  of  the  Wakefield  Sign  Bylaw  may,  in  the  sole  discretion  of  the  Building  Inspector 
or  his  Designee,  be  made  the  subject  matter  of  the  proceedings  initiated  by  the  Building 
Inspector  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapter  40,  Section 
2 ID,  that  is  Non-Criminal  disposition.  If  the  Building  Inspector  so  elects  to  proceed  under 
Chapter  40,  Section  2 ID,  all  the  terms  and  provisions  of  such  chapter  and  section  shall 
thereafter  govern  said  action. 

6.  Appeals  —  Appeals  from  administrative  decisions  may  be  made  to  the  Board  of 
Appeals  in  accordance  with  the  same  procedures  used  by  the  Board  of  Appeals  for  zoning 
appeals  and/or  building  code  appeals,  depending  upon  the  type  of  appeal  being  made. 

7.  Variances  —  The  Board  of  Appeals  by  unanimous  vote,  after  due  notice  and  public 
hearing,  upon  a  written  petition  addressed  to  the  Board,  may  vary  the  application  of  this 
Bylaw  without,  however,  making  any  change  in  its  provisions  or  departing  from  its 
substantial  intent  or  purpose,  in  specific  cases  wherein  its  strict  enforcement  would  involve 
substantial  hardship,  and  shall  vary  it  so  far  as  necessary  in  any  case  to  avoid  violation  of 
constitutional  guarantees,  but  shall  not  otherwise  vary  it.  The  decision  on  every  such  petition 
shall  be  signed  by  the  members  of  the  Board  and  shall  specify  the  variations  allowed  and  the 
reasons  therefore. 

13.H       EXEMPTIONS 

1 .  The  following  shall  not  be  considered  signs  within  the  context  of  this  ordinance: 

a.  Flags  and  insignia  of  any  government  except  when  displayed  in  connection  with 
commercial  promotion; 

b.  Legal  notices,  or  informational  devices  erected  or  required  by  public  agencies; 

c.  Integral  decorative  or  architectural  features  of  buildings,  except  letters,  trademarks, 
moving  parts,  or  parts  internally  illuminated  or  decorated  with  gaseous  tube  or  other  lights; 

d.  On  awnings  or  similar  devices,  lettering  not  exceeding  three  inches  in  height,  or 
symbol,  together  they  cannot  exceed  four  square  feet  in  area. 

2.  Nonprofit  religious  organizations  and  schools  and  public  uses  shall  not  be  subject 
to  this  bylaw,  but  are  requested  to  use  it  as  a  guide  to  their  use  of  signs,  in  the  public  interest. 

3.  Interior  Signs  —  Except  as  specifically  included  in  Section  13.D  (window  signs), 
signs  wholly  within  a  building  shall  not  be  governed  by  this  bylaw. 

4.  Gasoline  Pumps  —  A  standard  type  of  gasoline  pump,  bearing  thereon  in  usual  size 
and  form  the  name  of  the  type  of  gasoline  and  the  price  thereof,  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  a 
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sign.  Temporary  or  movable  signs  of  any  and  every  type  are  specifically  prohibited,  with  the 
exception  of  signs  designating  State  Motor  Vehicle  Inspection  locations. 

13.1        FEES 

1.  Applications  for  sign  permits  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  fee  of  $25.00 

2.  All  appeals  or  applications  for  variance  or  special  permits  shall  be  accompanied  by 
a  fee  of  $125.00.  The  petitioner  will  be  billed  directly  for  any  advertising  costs  required. 

13.J        SEVERABILITY 

The  invalidity  of  any  part  or  provision  of  this  section,  or  of  the  application  thereof  to 
any  particular  subject  matter,  shall  not  invalidate  any  other  part  or  provision  hereof  or  affect 
the  application  hereof  to  any  other  subject  matter.

CHAPTER  I 
GENERAL 

Section  1 .  These  bylaws  may  be  referred  to  as  the  General  Bylaws  of  the  Town  of 
Wakefield. 

Section  2.  These  bylaws  and  the  repeal  of  all  bylaws  heretofore  in  force  shall  not  affect 
any  act  done,  any  right  accrued,  any  penalty  pending  at  the  time  when  they  take  effect;  nor 
shall  the  repeal  of  any  bylaw  thereby  have  the  effect  of  reviving  any  bylaw  theretofore 
repealed  or  suspended. 

Section  3.  All  bylaws  hereafter  passed  shall  be  recorded  in  the  order  of  passage  by  the 
Town  Clerk,  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose,  with  proper  margins  and  notations  to  be  lettered. 
"Record  of  Bylaws  of  the  Town  of  Wakefield",  which  book  shall  be  kept  in  the  office  of  the 
Town  Clerk,  subject  to  the  inspection  of  the  citizens. 

Section  4.  When  in  a  bylaw  anything  is  prohibited  from  being  done  without  the  license 
or  permission  of  a  certain  officer,  officers  or  board,  such  officer,  officers  or  board  shall  have 
the  power  to  license  of  permit  such  thing  to  be  done. 

Section  5.  In  all  these  bylaws  the  following  words  and  expressions  shall,  unless 
inconsistent  with  the  manifest  intent,  be  severally  construed  as  follows: 

The  words  "public  way"  shall  include  any  highway,  town  way,  road  bridge,  street, 
avenue,  boulevard,  roadway,  parkway,  land,  sidewalk  or  square  taken  or  owned  by  the  Town 
or  dedicated  to  public  use  in  accordance  with  law,  or  to  which  the  public  has  a  right  of  access; 
the  "owner  or  occupant  of  a  building  or  land"  shall  include  any  sole  owner  or  occupant;  and 
any  joint  tenant  and  tenant  in  common  of  the  whole  or  of  any  part  of  a  building  or  lot  of  land; 
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words  purporting  to  give  a  joint  authority  to  three  or  more  officers  or  other  persons  shall  give 
such  authority  to  a  majority  of  such  officers  or  persons;  the  word  "person"  may  include 
corporations;  words  importing  the  singular  number  may  apply  to  the  plural  number;  and 
words  importing  the  masculine  gender  may  apply  to  the  feminine  gender. 

Section  6.  Whoever  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of  these  bylaws  whereby  any  act  or 
thing  is  enjoined  or  prohibited,  shall  unless  other  provision  is  expressly  made,  forfeit  and  pay 
a  fine  not  exceeding  two  hundred  dollars  for  each  offense. 

Section  7.  Whoever  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  obey  any  lawful  order  of  any  Town  officer 
or  board  of  Town  officers,  issued  under  any  of  these  bylaws,  directed  to  him  and  properly 
served  upon  him,  shall,  in  cases  not  otherwise  provided  for,  forfeit  and  pay  for  every  such 
offense  a  fine  not  exceeding  two  hundred  dollars. 

Section  8.  Prosecutions  for  the  breach  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  these  bylaws  shall  be 
commenced  within  six  months  from  such  breach. 

Section  9.  All  fines  and  penalties  for  the  violation  of  any  bylaw,  or  the  order  of  any 
board  lawfully  established  thereunder,  shall  when  recovered,  inure  to  the  town  and  be  paid 
into  the  Town  Treasury,  unless  otherwise  directed  by  the  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  or 
bylaws  of  the  Town. 

Section  1 0.  Any  or  all  of  these  bylaws  may  be  repealed  or  amended  or  other  bylaws  may 
be  adopted,  at  any  Town  meeting,  annual  or  special,  an  article  containing  the  subject  matter 
of  the  proposed  change  having  been  inserted  in  the  warrant  for  such  meeting. 

Section  11.  There  shall  be  a  Council  on  Aging  consisting  of  seven  citizens  of 
Wakefield,  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  terms  not  to  exceed  three  years  for  any 
member,  said  terms  to  be  staggered  so  that  not  more  than  three  appointments  shall  be  made 
in  any  one  calendar  year.  Members  may  be  reappointed  for  successive  terms. 

The  duties  of  the  Council  shall  be  to: 

(1)  Identify  the  total  needs  of  the  community's  elderly  population. 

(2)  Educate  the  community  and  enlist  support  and  participation  of  all  citizens 
concerning  these  needs. 

(3)  Design,  promote,  or  implement  services  to  fill  these  needs,  or  coordinate  present 
existing  services  in  the  community. 

(4)  Promote  and  support  any  other  programs  which  are  designed  to  assist  elderly 
programs  in  the  community. 

The  Council  on  Aging,  shall  so  far  as  practicable,  cooperate  with  the  Massachusetts 
Commission  on  Aging. 

The  Council  on  Aging  shall  submit  an  annual  report  on  its  activities  to  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  and  shall  submit  a  copy  of  its  report  to  the  Massachusetts  Commission  on  Aging. 

Section  12.  There  shall  be  a  Youth  Activities  Commission  consisting  of  seven 
members,  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  terms  not  to  exceed  three  years  for  any 
member,  said  terms  to  be  staggered  so  that  not  more  than  three  appointments  shall  be  made 
in  any  one  calendar  year.  One  of  said  members  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Recreation 
Commission.  Members  may  be  reappointed  for  successive  terms.  The  commissioners  shall 
annually  elect  from  the  membership  of  the  commission  a  chairman  and  a  secretary. 

The  Commission  shall  establish  and  carry  on,  and  encourage  others  to  establish  and 
carry  on  programs  and  activities  designed  to  aid  and  improve  the  welfare  of  youth  in  the  town. 
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The  Commission  shall  keep  a  record  of  its  doings  and  at  the  close  of  each  municipal  year  shall 
make  a  report  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  of  its  accounts  and  proceedings.  Periodic  reports  will 
be  furnished  upon  the  request  of  the  Selectmen. 

The  Commission  shall  cooperate  and  coordinate  its  functions  and  activities  with  any 
federal,  state,  municipal  and  private  agencies  concerned  with  any  of  the  foregoing. 

Section  13.  There  shall  be  a  Conservation  Commission,  having  all  of  the  powers,  duties 
and  functions  provided  under  Massachusetts  General  Law  Chapter  131,  Section  40,  and  as 
applicable. 

Section  14.  There  shall  be  an  Historical  Commission,  having  all  of  the  powers,  duties 
and  functions  provided  under  Massachusetts  General  Law  Chapter  40,  Section  8D,  and  as 
applicable. 

Section  15.  There  shall  be  a  Handicapped  Commission,  having  all  of  the  powers,  duties 
and  functions  provided  under  Massachusetts  General  Law  Chapter  40,  Section  8J,  and  as 
applicable. 

CHAPTER  II 
TOWN  MEETINGS  AND  RULES  OF  PROCEDURE  THEREOF 

Section  1 .  The  Annual  Town  Meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  last  Tuesday  of  April  in  each 
year,  and  all  matters  to  be  considered  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting,  other  than  the  election 
of  Town  officers  and  such  matters  as  are  by  law  to  be  determined  by  ballot,  shall  be  brought 
before  the  Town  at  a  meeting  to  be  held  on  the  evening  of  the  first  Monday  following  the 
Town  Election. 

Section  2.  Notice  of  every  town  meeting  shall  be  given  by  posting  the  attested  copy  of 
the  warrant  calling  the  same  in  such  public  places  as  the  Selectmen  may  designate,  over  at 
least  two  successive  Sundays  before  the  time  of  holding  said  meeting;  and  also  publishing 
the  warrant  in  two  issues  of  one  or  more  of  the  newspapers  of  the  town,  the  date  of  the  first 
publication  to  be  not  less  than  seven  days  before  an  annual  meeting  and  not  less  than  fourteen 
days  before  a  special  town  meeting. 

Section  3.  The  order  of  consideration  of  Articles  at  any  Special  or  Annual  Town 
Meeting  shall  be  determined  as  follows: 

All  of  the  numbers  of  the  Articles  contained  in  the  Warrant  shall  be  placed  in  a 
container.  The  Moderator  shall  draw  a  number  and  the  Article  bearing  the  corresponding 
number  shall  then  be  presented  and  considered.  Articles  which  are  in  sequence  and  related 
to  each  other  whereby  the  passage  of  one  is  dependent  upon  passage  of  the  other  shall  be  taken 
as  one  drawing  for  consideration.  When  the  Article  containing  departmental  budgets  is 
drawn,  the  order  of  consideration  of  the  particular  budget  heading  shall  be  drawn  from  a 
second  container  which  shall  contain  the  budget  heading  as  set  forth  in  the  warrant.  The 
Moderator  shall  have  the  sole  discretion  to  determine  the  dependence  of  action  of  sequential 
Articles.  The  drawing  of  Articles  for  consideration  shall  not  be  questioned  by  the  forum. 

Section  4.  Every  person  shall  stand,  be  recognized  by  the  Moderator,  and  speak,  shall 
respectfully  address  the  Moderator,  shall  confine  himself  to  the  question  under  debate,  and 
avoid  all  personalities. 

Section  5.  In  case  of  motions  to  amend,  or  to  fill  blanks,  the  one  expressing  the  largest 
sum  or  the  longest  times  shall  be  put  first,  and  an  affirmative  vote  thereon  shall  be  a  negative 
vote  on  any  smaller  sum  or  shorter  time. 
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Section  6.  No  motions  shall  be  received  and  put  until  they  are  seconded  and  all  motions 
shall  be  reduced  to  writing  by  the  person  making  them,  when  so  requested  by  the  Moderator. 

Section  7.  The  Moderator  shall  declare  all  votes,  and  whenever  his  declaration  of  the 
vote  is  immediately  questioned  by  seven  or  more  voters  present,  a  count  shall  be  had  by  tellers 
appointed  by  the  Moderator. 

Section  8.  When  a  question  is  under  debate  no  motion  shall  be  in  order  except  to 
adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  the  previous  question,  to  postpone  to  a  day  certain,  to  commit, 
to  amend,  or  to  postpone  indefinitely,  which  several  motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the 
order  herein  named. 

Section  9.  On  motions  to  adjourn  (except  when  the  business  of  balloting  is  unfinished), 
to  lay  on  the  table,  to  take  from  the  table,  and  for  the  previous  question,  not  exceeding  six 
minutes  shall  be  allowed  for  debate,  and  no  person  shall  speak  on  the  motion  more  than  two 
minutes. 

Section  10.  The  previous  question  shall  be  put  in  the  following  form: "Shall  the  main 
question  be  now  put?"  and  until  this  question  is  decided,  all  debate  on  the  main  question  shall 
be  suspended.  Immediately  after  taking  and  adopting  the  previous  question  the  sense  of  the 
meeting  shall  be  taken  upon  any  pending  amendments,  and  finally  upon  the  main  question. 

Section  11.  No  person  shall  speak  upon  a  question  more  than  once  when  any  other 
person  desires  to  be  heard;  nor  more  than  twice  on  the  same  question  without  permission  of 
the  meeting;  and  no  person  shall  occupy  more  than  ten  minutes  at  one  time. 

Section  12.  No  person  speaking  shall  be  interrupted  but  by  a  call  to  order. 

Section  13.  No  reports  of  committees  shall  be  in  order  unless  made  under  an  article  in 
the  warrant  which  indicates  the  subject  to  be  reported  upon. 

Section  14.  When  a  report  of  a  committee  is  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Moderator,  it 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  properly  before  the  meeting  for  its  action  thereon,  and  a  vote  to  accept 
the  same  shall  discharge  the  committee,  but  shall  not  be  equivalent  to  a  vote  to  carry  out  its 
recommendations  without  a  special  vote  to  adopt  it. 

Section  15.  If  an  article  of  the  warrant  has  once  been  acted  upon  and  disposed  of,  it  shall 
not  be  again  considered  at  that  meeting,  except  by  a  two-thirds  vote. 

Section  16.  The  conduct  of  all  town  meetings,  not  prescribed  by  law,  nor  by  the 
foregoing  rules,  shall  be  determined  by  the  rules  of  practice  contained  in  Cushing's  Manual, 
so  far  as  they  are  adapted  to  town  meetings. 

Section  17.  A  motion  to  reconsider  any  vote  must  be  made  before  the  final  adjournment 
of  the  meeting  at  which  the  vote  was  passed,  but  such  motion  to  reconsider  shall  not  be  made 
at  an  adjourned  session  unless  the  mover  has  given  notice  of  his  intention  to  make  such  a 
motion,  either  at  the  session  of  the  meeting  at  which  the  vote  was  passed,  or  by  written  notice 
to  the  Town  Clerk  within  twenty-four  hours  after  the  adjournment  of  such  session.  There  can 
be  no  reconsideration  of  a  vote  once  reconsidered  or  after  a  vote  not  to  reconsider  it. 

Section  18.  When  in  any  Article  in  a  Town  Meeting  Warrant  it  is  proposed  to  offer  to 
the  Town  any  land,  or  land  and  buildings,  for  park  or  other  purposes,  the  Town  Planning 
Board  shall  consider  such  proposal  with  respect  to  the  possibilities,  needs,  and  plans  for 
future  development  of  the  Town,  holding  a  public  hearing  thereon  with  such  notice  as  it 
deems  reasonable  if  it  determines  that  such  hearing  is  desirable,  and  after  such  consideration 
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shall  report  its  recommendations  to  the  Town  Meeting.  Such  an  Article  shall  be  placed  only 
in  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  Warrant  unless  the  Board  of  Selectmen  consider  the  matter 
especially  urgent;  then  it  may  be  acted  on  at  a  Special  Town  Meeting. 

CHAPTER  ffl 
FINANCE  COMMITTEE 

Section  1 .  There  shall  be  a  Committee  on  Finance,  who  shall  perform  the  duties  set  forth 
in  this  Chapter  and  be  governed  by  the  provisions  thereof.  Said  Committee  shall  consist  of 
fifteen  members  appointed  by  the  Moderator  for  the  term  of  three  years.  Five  members  shall 
be  appointed  thereto  at  the  beginning  of  each  fiscal  year  of  the  Town.  Said  Finance 
Committee  shall,  at  its  first  meeting  in  each  fiscal  year,  organize  by  the  choice  of  a  chairman, 
and  a  secretary,  and  shall  cause  to  be  kept  a  true  record  of  its  proceedings.  The  persons  now 
serving  thereon  shall  continue  to  serve  until  their  successors  are  chosen  at  the  beginning  of 
each  fiscal  year. 

Section  2.  The  duties  of  the  Finance  Committee  shall  include  consideration  of  any  and 
all  municipal  questions  for  the  purpose  of  making  reports  and  recommendations  to  the  town, 
and  consideration  of  the  articles  in  the  warrant  for  town  meetings,  and  it  shall  report  at  each 
town  meeting  estimates  and  recommendations  with  reasons  therefor  for  the  action  of  the 
town.  Said  estimates  and  recommendations  insofar  as  they  pertain  to  any  subject  contained 
in  the  warrant  for  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  shall  be  in  print  and  made  available  to  the  public 
at  least  seven  days  prior  to  consideration  of  the  town  warrant;  and  all  town  officers  and 
committees  shall,  upon  the  request  of  the  Finance  Committee,  furnish  it  with  facts,  figures 
and  any  other  information  it  may  request  pertaining  to  their  several  departments. 

Section  3.  Whenever  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  committee,  by  resignation,  failing  to 
qualify,  or  otherwise,  the  same  shall  be  filled  by  the  Moderator;  and  if  any  member  absents 
himself  from  five  consecutive  meetings,  the  member  may  be  dropped  and  the  vacancy  filled. 

Section  4.  No  person  holding  an  elective  town  office  shall  be  eligible  to  serve  on  the 
Finance  Committee. 

CHAPTER  IV 
REPORTS  AND  APPROPRIATIONS 

Section  1 .  Reports  of  officers  and  departments  intended  for  publication  in  the  Annual 
Town  Report  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Town  Accountant  not  later  than  January  20  of  each 
year.  The  Annual  Town  Report  shall  be  published  and  available  for  distribution  at  least  14 
days  before  the  first  session  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

Section  2.  Any  portion  of  an  appropriation  remaining  unexpended  at  the  close  of  the 
financial  year  shall  revert  to  the  town  treasury  except  those  made  for  an  uncompleted  specific 
purpose. 

CHAPTER  V 
LEGAL  AFFAIRS 

Section  1.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  appoint  an  attorney  at  law  to  act  as  Town 
Counsel,  such  appointment  to  be  for  a  period  not  to  exceed  three  years. 
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Section  2.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  have  authority  to  prosecute,  defend  and 
compromise  all  litigation  to  which  the  town  is  a  party,  and  to  employ  special  counsel  to  assist 
the  Town  Counsel  whenever  in  their  judgment  necessity  therefor  arises,  and  shall  have 
custody  of  the  law  library  of  the  town. 

Section  3.  The  Town  Counsel  shall  draft  all  bonds,  deeds,  leases,  obligations, 
conveyances  and  other  legal  instruments,  and  do  every  professional  act  which  may  be 
required  of  him,  by  vote  of  the  town  or  any  board  of  town  officers.  Also  when  required  by 
said  boards  or  any  committee  of  the  town,  he  shall  furnish  a  written  opinion  on  any  legal 
question  that  may  be  submitted  to  him,  and  he  shall  at  all  times  furnish  legal  advise  to  any 
officer  of  the  town  who  may  require  his  opinion  upon  any  subject  concerning  the  duties 
incumbent  upon  such  officer  by  virtue  of  his  office.  He  shall  prosecute  all  suits  ordered  to  be 
brought  by  the  Town  or  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  shall  appear  at  any  Court  in  the 
Commonwealth  in  defense  of  all  actions  or  suits  brought  against  the  town  or  its  officers  in 
their  official  capacity.  Also,  shall  try  and  argue  any  and  all  causes  in  which  the  town  shall  be 
a  party,  before  any  tribunal,  whether  in  law  or  in  equity,  in  the  Commonwealth,  or  before  any 
board  of  Referees  or  Commission,  and  shall  appear  at  any  and  all  hearings  on  behalf  of  the 
town  whenever  his  services  may  be  required. 

Section  4.  Whenever  it  shall  be  necessary  to  execute  any  deed  conveying  land,  or  any 
other  instrument  required  to  carry  into  effect  any  vote  of  the  town,  the  same  shall  be  executed 
by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  in  behalf  of  the  town,  unless  the  town  shall  vote  otherwise. 

Section  5.  Every  board  or  officer  in  charge  of  a  department  may,  with  the  approval  of 
the  selectmen,  sell  or  trade  in,  any  personal  property  or  material  not  required  by  such 
department. 

Section  6.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  appoint  an  executive  secretary  for  a  term  of 
three  years  as  authorized  by  law. 

Section  7.  The  Treasurer  of  the  Town,  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Selectmen,  is 
hereby  authorized  to  assign  from  time  to  time  such  tax  titles  as  he  may  hold  for  the  town  for 
not  less  than  the  full  amount  due  the  town  thereon. 

Section  8.  The  Town  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  in  writing  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
is  authorized  to  sell  and  convey  by  a  sufficient  deed  such  property  as  the  town  acquires  under 
foreclosed  tax  titles. 

Section  9.  The  owner  of  land  which  has  been  excavated  shall  erect  barriers  or  take  other 
suitable  measures  within  five  days  after  such  owner  has  been  notified  in  writing  by  the 
Building  Inspector  that  in  his  opinion  such  excavation  constitutes  a  hazard  to  public  safety. 

Section  10.  Plans  and  descriptions  of  all  main  drains  and  common  sewers  belonging 
to  the  town,  with  a  true  record  of  the  charge  of  making  and  repairing  said  drains  and  sewers 
and  of  all  assessments  therefor,  shall  be  kept  in  the  office  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works. 

Section  1 1 .  The  purchase  of  textbooks  by  the  School  Department  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapter  71,  Section  48,  and  the  purchase  of 
books  and  periodicals  for  school  library  purposes,  need  not  be  awarded  by  proposals  invited 
by  advertisement,  unless  in  each  case,  the  School  Committee  shall  deem  it  to  be  in  the  best 
interest  of  advantage  to  the  Town  of  Wakefield.

CHAPTER  VI 
WAYS 

Section  1.  No  person  except  duly  authorized  officers  of  the  Town  in  the  lawful 
performance  of  their  duties,  and  those  acting  under  their  orders,  shall  place,  erect  or  add  any 
object  or  structure  to  any  sidewalk  or  street  or  any  part  thereof  so  as  to  obstruct  same,  or  break 
or  dig  the  ground  of  the  same,  without  first  obtaining  written  permit  from  the  Board  of  Public 
Works.

Section  2.  No  person  shall  place,  or  cause  to  be  placed,  in  any  public  street  or  upon  any 
public  sidewalk  or  common  land  of  the  town,  any  refuse  or  discarded  materials  of  any  kind 
except  that  collectible  or  recyclable  materials,  as  defined  in  the  regulations  of  the  Board  of 
Public  Works  relating  to  rubbish  collection,  may  be  so  placed  in  accordance  with  said 
regulations. 

Section  3.  Deleted  by  Town  Meeting  vote  March  22,  1971. 

Section  4.  No  person  shall  coast  on  any  street,  sidewalk,  or  public  way  of  the  town. 

Section  5.  No  person  shall  throw  stones,  snowballs  or  other  dangerous  missiles,  nor 
play  within  any  of  the  public  streets  of  this  Town. 

Section  6.  Not  approved  by  the  Attorney  General. 

Section  7.  No  person  shall  hunt  or  discharge  any  firearms  within  the  limits  of  the  town, 
unless  permission  is  granted  by  the  Chief  of  Police  or  his  designee;  provided  this  section  shall 
not  apply  to  the  lawful  defense  of  life  or  property,  nor  to  any  law  enforcement  officer  acting 
in  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  not  to  the  use  of  firearms  at  any  military  exercises  or  on  any 
established  rifle  range. 

Section  8.  Every  person  intending  to  erect,  repair  or  take  down  any  building  oil  land 
abutting  on  any  street  or  way  which  the  town  is  required  to  keep  in  repair,  and  who  desires 
to  make  use  of  any  portion  of  said  street  or  way  for  the  purposes  of  placing  therein  building 
materials  or  rubbish,  shall  give  notice  thereof  to  the  Board  of  Public  Works.  The  Board  of 
Public  Works  may  grant  a  permit  to  occupy  a  portion  of  said  street  or  way,  and  such  permit 
shall  be  upon  the  condition  that  the  licensee  shall  keep  a  sufficient  number  of  lighted  lanterns 
at  or  near  the  parts  of  the  street  or  way  obstructed  or  unsafe,  and  shall  keep  a  railing  or  guard 
around  the  same,  while  such  obstruction  shall  continue.  If  such  obstruction  is  more  than  a 
temporary  condition,  the  licensee  shall  place  a  good  temporary  walk  around  said  obstruction, 
and  at  the  completion  of  the  work  shall  restore  the  street  or  way  to  its  former  condition. 

Section  9.  Before  issuing  a  license  as  specified  in  the  preceding  section,  the  person 
applying  for  the  same  shall  execute  a  surety  company  bond  in  the  sum  of  $5000.,  to  indemnify 
and  save  harmless  the  town  against  damages,  by  reason  of  cost  or  expense  it  may  suffer,  or 
be  put  to  by  reason  of  any  claim  for  damages,  or  by  reason  of  any  proceedings,  criminal  or 
civil,  on  account  of  the  existence  of  such  obstruction  or  excavation. 

Section  1 0.  No  person  shall  carry  or  transport  garbage  or  house  refuse  in  or  through  any 
public  way  or  square  in  the  Town  of  Wakefield,  unless  duly  licensed  by  the  Board  of  Health, 
upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  said  Board  deems  necessary  for  the  health,  comfort,  and 
convenience  of  the  Town. 

Section  11.  Not  Approved  by  the  Attorney  General. 

Section  12.  The  owner  or  tenant  of  any  business  establishment,  or  the  owner  or  tenant 
of  land  abutting  on  the  following  named  streets  and  ways:  To  wit,  Main  Street,  west  side  from 
Water  Street  to  Avon  Street,  east  side  from  Richardson  Street  to  Crescent  Street;  Albion 
Street,  north  and  south  sides  from  Main  Street  to  North  Avenue.  North  Avenue,  east  side  from 
Albion  Street  to  Chestnut  Street,  Princess  Street,  south  side  from  Main  Street  to  Crescent 
Street;  Lincoln  Street,  north  side  from  Main  Street  to  Crescent  Street;  and  Water  Street,  south 
side  from  Main  Street  to  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad,  shall  remove  all  snow  and  ice  from  the 
portion  of  the  sidewalk  adjoining  such  land  and/or  business  establishment  within  twelve 
hours  after  said  snow  or  ice  fell  or  was  formed  thereon,  provided  such  ice  may  be  made  even 
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and  covered  with  sand,  or  other  proper  material  to  prevent  slipping,  in  lieu  of  being  removed. 
Such  snow  and  ice  may  be  removed  from  the  sidewalk  to  the  street,  if  left  level.  Each  violation 
of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  three  hundred 
dollars. 

Section  13.  No  person  shall  engage  in  fighting  or  other  acts  of  a  violent  or  hazardous 
nature,  or  make  threats  of  fighting  or  other  violent  or  hazardous  acts  in  any  public  parks, 
common,  or  place  to  which  the  public  has  access;  nor  behave  in  a  loud  or  boisterous  manner 
so  as  to  annoy  any  other  person  or  persons  in  any  public  park,  common,  place  to  which  the 
public  has  access,  or  near  any  dwelling  house  or  public  building. 

Section  14.  No  person  shall  move  or  remove  snow  or  ice  from  private  lands  upon  any 
public  street,  sidewalk  or  common  land  of  the  town  in  such  a  manner  as  to  obstruct  or  impede 
the  free  passage  of  vehicular  or  pedestrian  traffic  upon  the  street,  sidewalk  or  common  land 
of  the  Town. 

Section  15.  No  person,  except  an  officer  of  the  law  in  the  performance  of  his  duties, 
shall  enter  upon  the  premises  of  another  or  upon  any  public  property  with  the  intention  of 
peeping  into  the  windows  of  a  house  or  other  building,  or  by  spying  in  any  manner  upon  any 
persons  therein. 

Section  16.  No  person  shall  drink  or  possess  an  open  or  partially  consumed  container 
of  any  alcoholic  beverages  as  defined  in  Chapter  138,  Section  1  of  the  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  while  on,  in,  or  upon  any  public  way,  or  upon  any  way  to  which  the  public  has  a  right 
of  access,  or  any  place  to  which  members  of  the  public  have  access  as  invitees  or  licensees, 
park  or  playground,  or  private  land  or  place  without  consent  of  the  owner  or  person  in  control 
of  thereof.  All  alcoholic  beverages  being  used  in  violation  of  this  bylaw  shall  be  seized  and 
safely  held  until  final  adjudication  of  the  charge  against  the  person  or  persons  arrested  or 
summoned  before  the  court,  at  which  time  they  shall  be  returned  to  the  person  entitled  to 
lawful  possession. 

Section  1 7.  Upon  the  petition  of  a  majority  of  the  abutters  on  a  private  way,  the  Town 
may  make  repairs  to  such  private  way,  provided  that  the  way  has  been  opened  to  public  use 
for  six  years  or  more,  and  in  such  case,  Section  25  of  Chapter  8 1  of  the  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  shall  not  apply.  Such  repairs  shall  include  the  installation  and  construction  of  drainage, 
if  necessary,  and  the  filling  of  holes  in  the  subsurface  of  such  ways  and  repairs  to  the  surface 
materials  thereof.  Materials  for  such  repairs  shall,  where  practical,  be  the  same  as,  or  similar 
to,  those  used  for  the  existing  surfaces  of  such  ways,  but  may  include  surfacing  the  ways  with 
bituminous  materials,  including,  but  not  limited  to  bituminous  concrete.  Such  repairs  shall 
not  be  undertaken  until  an  annual  town  meeting  shall  declare  that  the  repairs  are  required  by 
public  necessity  and  convenience. 

Betterments  may  be  assessed  upon  the  owners  of  estates  which  derive  particular  benefit 
or  advantage  from  the  making  of  such  repairs  on  any  such  private  way.  Such  assessment  shall 
be  a  sum  equal,  in  the  aggregate,  to  the  total  cost  of  such  repairs,  and  in  the  case  of  each  such 
estate,  in  proportion  to  the  frontage  thereof  on  such  way.  The  provisions  of  Chapter  80 
relating  to  public  improvements  and  assessments  therefore  shall  apply  to  repairs  to  private 
ways  ordered  to  be  made  under  this  Bylaw:  provided  that  no  assessment  amounting  to  less 
than  twenty  five  dollars  shall  be  apportioned,  and  no  assessment  may  be  apportioned  into 
more  than  five  portions. 
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The  Town  shall  not  be  liable  on  account  of  any  damage  caused  by  such  repairs. 
Section  1 8.  No  person  shall  obstruct  or  block  a  private  way  with  a  vehicle  or  any  other 
means  so  as  to  prevent  access  by  fire  apparatus  or  equipment  to  any  multiple-family 
residential  building,  industrial  property,  commercial  property,  schools  or  places  of  public 
assembly.  No  person  shall  obstruct,  or  park  a  vehicle  in  any  fire  lane,  such  fire  lanes  to  be 
designated  by  the  head  of  the  Fire  Department  and  posted  as  such,  said  fire  lanes  to  be  a 
distance  of  twelve  (12)  feet  from  the  curbing  of  a  sidewalk,  or  if  no  sidewalk  exists,  the 
distance  shall  be  twenty  (20)  feet  from  the  front  wall  of  a  building.  The  owner  of  record  of 
any  building  designated  by  the  head  of  the  Fire  Department,  or  his  designee,  shall  provide  and 
install  signs  and  road  markings,  said  signs  to  be  no  less  than  1 2"  by  1 8"  and  shall  read  "FIRE 
LANE-  NO  PARKING".  Any  object  or  vehicle  obstructing  or  blocking  any  fire  lane  or 
private  way  may  be  ordered  removed  or  towed  by  the  Town,  under  the  direction  of  a  police 
officer  at  the  expense  of  the  owner  and  without  liability  to  the  Town  of  Wakefield. 

CHAPTER  VII 

PROCEDURES  FOR  NOTICE  OF  DEMOLITION  OF  A 

SIGNIFICANT  BUILDING  DETERMINED  BY  THE  WAKEFIELD 

HISTORICAL  COMMISSION  TO  BE  HISTORICALLY  OR 

ARCHITECTURALLY  SIGNIFICANT 

Section  1.  Intent  and  Purpose 

This  bylaw  is  adopted  for  the  purpose  of  preserving  and  protecting,  through  advance 
notice  of  their  proposed  demolition,  significant  buildings  within  the  Town  which  constitute 
or  reflect  distinctive  features  of  the  architectural,  cultural,  political,  economic  or  social 
history  of  the  town;  to  encourage  owners  of  preferably-preserved  significant  buildings  to 
seek  out  persons  who  might  be  willing  to  purchase  and  to  preserve,  rehabilitate,  or  restore 
such  buildings,  rather  than  demolish  them;  and  by  furthering  these  purposes  to  promote  the 
public  welfare,  to  preserve  the  resources  of  the  Town,  and  to  make  the  Town  a  more  attractive 
and  desirable  place  in  which  to  live.  To  achieve  these  purposes,  the  Wakefield  Historical 
Commission  is  empowered  to  advise  the  Wakefield  Building  Inspector  with  respect  to  the 
issuance  of  permits  for  demolition,  and  the  issuance  of  demolition  permits  for  significant 
buildings  is  regulated  as  provided  in  this  bylaw. 

Section  2.  Definitions 

The  following  terms,  when  used  whether  or  not  capitalized  in  this  bylaw,  shall  have 
the  meanings  set  forth  below  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires. 

2. 1  "Building"  —  any  combination  of  materials  forming  a  shelter  for  persons,  animals 
or  property. 

2.2  "Significant  Building"  —  any  building: 

(a)  which  is  listed  on,  or  is  within  an  area  listed  on,  the  National  Register  of 
Historic  Places,  or  which  is  the  subject  of  a  pending  application  for  listing  on 
said  National  Register;  or 

(b)  which  is  or  has  been  listed  on  an  inventory  provided  to  the  Building  Inspector 
by  the  Commission. 

2.3  "Preferably  Preserved  Significant  Building"  —  any  significant  building  which  the 
Commission  determines  is  in  the  public  interest  to  be  preserved  or  rehabilitated  rather  than 
to  be  demolished.

2.4  "Commission"  —  The  Wakefield  Historical  Commission 

2.5  "Commission  Staff'  —  the  chairperson  of  the  Commission,  or  any  person  to  whom 
the  Commission  has  delegated  authority  to  act  as  Commission  Staff  under  this  bylaw. 

2.6  "Inventory"  —  a  list  of  buildings  on  file  at  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Commis- 
sion that  have  been  designated  by  the  Commission  to  be  significant  buildings  after  a  finding 
by  the  Commission  that  a  building  either 

(i)    is  importantly  associated  with  one  or  more  historical  persons  or  events,  or  with 

the  broad  architectural,  cultural,  political,  economic  or  social  history  of  the 

Town  or  the  Commonwealth;  or 
(ii)  is  historically  or  significant  (in  terms  of  period,  style,  method  of  building 

construction,  or  association  with  a  famous  architect  or  builder)  either  by  itself 

or  in  the  context  of  a  group  of  buildings. 

2.7  "Building  Inspector"  —  the  person  occupying  the  Office  of  Building  Inspector  or 
otherwise  authorized  to  issue  demolition  permits. 

2.8  "Application"  —  an  application  for  a  permit  for  the  demolition  of  a  building. 

2.9  "Permit"  —  a  permit  issued  by  the  Building  Inspector  for  demolition  of  a  building 
pursuant  to  an  application  therefor. 

2.10  "Demolition"  —  the  act  of  pulling  down,  destroying,  removing  or  razing  a 
building,  of  commencing  the  work  of  total  or  substantial  destruction  with  the  intent  of 
competing  the  same. 

2.11  "Business  Day"  —  a  day  which  is  not  a  legal  municipal  holiday,  Saturday  or 
Sunday. 

Section  3.  Procedure 

3.1  The  Building  Inspector,  on  the  day  of  receipt  of  an  application  for  demolition  of  a 
listed  significant  building  or  within  the  next  five  successive  business  days,  shall  cause  a  copy 
of  each  such  application  for  a  demolition  permit  to  be  forwarded  to  (or  shall  satisfy  himself 
that  a  duplicate  of  such  application  has  been  submitted  to)  the  Commission.  No  demolition 
permit  shall  be  issued  at  that  time. 

3.2  The  Commission  shall  fix  a  reasonable  time,  within  30  days  of  receiving  a  copy  of 
such  application,  for  a  hearing  on  any  application  and  shall  give  public  notice  thereof  by 
publishing  notice  of  the  time,  place,  and  purpose  of  the  hearing  in  a  local  newspaper  at  least 
fourteen  days  before  said  hearing  and  also,  within  seven  days  of  said  hearing,  mail  a  copy  of 
said  notice  to  the  Commission  to  be  affected  thereby  as  they  appear  on  the  most  recent  local 
tax  list,  to  the  Wakefield  Planning  Board  and  to  such  other  persons  as  the  Commission  shall 
deem  entitled  to  notice. 

3.3  If,  after  such  hearing,  the  Commission  determines  that  the  demolition  of  the 
significant  building  would  not  be  detrimental  to  the  historical  or  architectural  heritage  or 
resources  of  the  Town,  the  Commission  shall  so  notify  the  Building  Inspector  within  ten  (10) 
days  of  such  determination.  Upon  receipt  of  such  notification,  or  after  the  expiration  of 
fifteen  (15)  days  from  the  date  of  the  conclusion  of  the  hearing.  If  he  has  not  received 
notification  from  the  Commission,  the  Building  Inspector  may,  subjected  to  the  requirements 
of  the  State  Building  Code,  and  any  other  applicable  laws,  bylaws,  rules  and  regulations,  issue 
the  demolition  permit. 
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3.4  If  the  Commission  determines  that  the  demolition  of  the  significant  building  would 
be  detrimental  to  the  historical  or  architectural  heritage  or  resources  of  the  Town,  such 
building  shall  be  considered  a  preferably  preserved  significant  building. 

3.5  Upon  a  determination  by  the  Commission  that  the  significant  building  which  is  the 
subject  of  the  application  for  a  demolition  permit  is  a  preferably  preserved  significant 
building,  the  Commission  shall  so  advise  the  applicant  and  the  Building  Inspector,  and  no 
demolition  may  be  issued  until  at  least  six  months  after  the  date  of  the  application  for 
demolition. 

3.6  Notwithstanding  the  preceding  sentence,  the  Building  Inspector  may  issue  a 
demolition  permit  for  a  preferably  preserved  significant  building  at  any  time  after  receipt  of 
written  advise  from  the  Commission  to  the  effect  that  either. 

(a)  the  Commission  is  satisfied  that  there  is  no  reasonable  likelihood  that  either  the 
owner  or  some  other  person  or  group  is  willing  to  purchase,  preserve,  rehabili- 
tate or  restore  such  building,  or 

(b)  the  Commission  is  satisfied  that  for  at  least  six  months  the  owner  has  made 
continuing,  bona  fide  and  reasonable  efforts  to  locate  a  purchaser  to  preserve, 
rehabilitate  and  restore  the  subject  building,  and  that  such  efforts  have  been 
unsuccessful. 

3.7  No  permit  for  erection  of  a  new  structure  on  the  site  of  an  existing  significant 
building  may  be  issued  prior  to  issuance  of  a  permit  for  demolition  of  such  existing  building. 

Section  1 .  Emergency  Demolition 

Nothing  in  this  article  shall  be  construed  to  derogate  in  any  way  from  the  authority  of 
the  Inspector  of  Buildings  derived  from  Chapter  143  of  the  General  Laws.  However,  before 
acting  pursuant  to  this  chapter,  the  Inspector  of  Buildings  shall  make  every  reasonable  effort 
to  inform  the  Chairperson  of  the  Historical  Commission  of  his  intentions  to  cause  demolition 
before  he  initiates  same. 

Section  5.  Severability 

If  any  section,  paragraph  or  part  of  this  bylaw  is  for  any  reason  declared  invalid  or 
unconstitutional  by  any  court,  every  other  section,  paragraph  and  part  shall  continue  in  full 
force  and  effect: 

Or  take  any  other  action  related  thereto. 

CHAPTER  VIII 
WATER  SUPPLY  EMERGENCIES 

Section  1 .  Authority  —  this  Bylaw  is  adopted  by  the  Town  of  Wakefield,  under  its 
home  rule  powers,  its  police  powers  to  protect  public  health  and  welfare,  and  its  specific 
authorization  under  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapter  40,  Section  21  and  2 ID. 

Section  2.  Purpose  —  The  purpose  of  this  bylaw  is  to  protect,  preserve  and  maintain 
the  public  health,  safety  and  welfare  whenever  there  is  in  force  a  state  water  supply 
emergency,  by  providing  for  enforcement  of  any  duly  imposed  restrictions,  requirements, 
provisions  or  conditions  imposed  by  the  Town  or  by  the  Department  to  abate  the  emergency. 

Section  3.  Definition  —  As  used  in  this  Bylaw,  the  following  words  and  phrases  shall 
include  the  following  meanings: 
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A.  The  phrase  "state  of  water  supply  emergency"  shall  mean  a  state  of  water 
supply  emergency  declared  by  the  Department  of  Environmental  Quality 
Engineering  pursuant  to  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapter  21G,  Section 
15,  Chapter  111,  Section  160,  or  by  the  Governor. 

B.  The  term  "enforcement  authority"  shall  mean  the  Board  of  Public  Works  or 
any  authorized  agent  thereof. 

C.  The  word  "Town"  shall  mean  the  Town  of  Wakefield. 

D.  The  word  "Department"  shall  mean  the  Department  of  Environment  Quality 
Engineering. 

Section  4.  Applicability  —  The  following  shall  apply  to  all  water  users  supplied  by  the 
Town: 

A.  Following  notification  by  the  Town  of  the  existence  of  a  state  water  supply 
emergency,  no  person  shall  violate  any  provision,  condition,  requirement  or 
restriction  included  in  the  Drought  Contingency  Plan  for  the  Town  which  has 
as  its  purpose  the  abatement  of  a  water  supply  emergency. 

B.  Notification  of  any  provision,  restriction,  requirement  or  condition  with  which 
users  of  water  supplied  by  the  Town  are  required  to  comply  to  abate  a  water 
supply  emergency,  shall  be  sufficient  for  purposes  of  this  Bylaw,  if  it  is 
published  in  a  newspaper  of  general  circulation  within  the  Town,  or  by  such 
other  notice  as  is  reasonably  calculated  to  reach  and  inform  all  users  of  the 
Town  water  supply. 

Section  5.  Right  of  Entry  —  Designated  agents  of  the  enforcement  authority  may  enter 
any  property  for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  any  violation  of  this  Bylaw  or  enforcing  against 
the  same. 

Section  6.  Penalties  —  Any  person  or  entity  who  violates  any  provision,  condition, 
requirement  or  restriction  of  Section  4  of  this  Bylaw,  shall  be  liable  to  the  Town  in  the  amount 
$50.00  for  the  first  violation  and  $100.00  for  each  subsequent  violation.  Each  separate 
instance  of  non-compliance  following  the  issuance  of  any  citation,  pursuant  to  this  section, 
shall  constitute  a  separate  violation. 

CHAPTER  IX 
CEMETERIES 

Section  1.  Funds,  money  and  securities  deposited  with  the  Town  Treasurer  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  19  of  Chapter  114,  of  the  General  Laws,  or 
otherwise,  for  the  preservation,  care,  improvement  or  embellishment  of  Forest  Glade 
Cemetery,  or  of  burial  lots  therein,  shall  be  paid  into  the  Town  Treasury,  and  all  such  funds, 
money  and  securities  and  the  accounts  thereof  shall  be  kept  separate  from  other  funds,  money, 
securities  and  accounts  of  the  Town. 

CHAPTER  X 
CIVIL  DEFENSE 

Section  1 .  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Town  of  Wakefield  as  follows: 
DEPARTMENT  OF  CIVIL  DEFENSE.  There  is  hereby  established  a  department  of 
Civil  Defense  (hereinafter  called  the  "department").  It  shall  be  the  function  of  the  department 
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to  have  charge  of  civil  defense,  defined  as  Section  1,  Chapter  639,  Acts  of  1950,  and  to 
perform  civil  defense  functions  as  authorized  or  directed  by  said  chapter,  or  by  any  and  all 
executive  orders  or  general  regulations  promulgated  thereunder,  and  to  exercise  any 
authority  delegated  to  it  by  the  Governor  under  said  Chapter  639. 

Section  2.  DIRECTOR  OF  CIVIL  DEFENSE.  The  department  shall  be  under  the 
direction  of  a  director  of  civil  defense  (hereinafter  called  the  "director")  who  shall  be 
appointed  as  prescribed  by  law.  The  director  shall  have  direct  responsibility  for  the 
organization,  administration  and  operation  of  the  department,  subject  to  the  direction  and 
control  of  the  appointing  authority,  and  shall  receive  such  salary  as  may  be  fixed  from  time 
to  time  by  the  appointing  authority.  The  director  may,  within  the  limits  of  the  amount 
appropriated  therefor,  appoint  such  experts,  clerks,  and  other  assistants'  as  the  work  of  the 
department  may  require,  and  may  remove  them,  and  may  make  such  expenditures  as  may  be 
necessary  to  execute  effectively  the  purposes  of  Chapter  639,  Acts  of  1950. 

The  director  shall  also  have  authority  to  appoint  district  coordinators  and  may  accept 
and  may  receive,  on  behalf  of  the  Town,  services,  equipment,  supplies,  materials  or  funds  by 
way  of  gift,  grant,  or  loan,  for  purposes  of  civil  defense,  offered  by  the  federal  government 
or  any  agency  or  officer  thereof  or  any  person,  firm  or  corporation,  subject  to  the  terms  of  the 
offer  and  the  rules  and  regulations,  if  any,  of  the  agency  making  the  offer.  The  director  shall 
keep  appropriate  records  of  all  matters  relating  to  such  gifts,  grants,  or  loans. 

Section  3.  CIVIL  DEFENSE,  ADVISORY  COUNCIL.  There  is  hereby  established  a 
civil  defense  advisory  council  (hereinafter  called  the  "council").  Said  council  shall  serve 
without  pay,  and  shall  consist  of  the  Director  of  Civil  Defense,  such  other  department  heads, 
and  such  other  persons  as  the  authority  appointing  said  director  may  deem  necessary.  Such 
member  of  said  council,  as  said  appointing  authority,  shall  serve  as  chairman  of  said  council. 
Said  council  shall  serve  subject  to  the  direction  and  control  of  the  appointing  authority,  and 
shall  advise  said  appointing  authority  and  the  Director  on  matters  pertaining  to  civil  defense. 

Section  1 .  POLICE  AID  TO  OTHER  CITIES  AND  TOWN  IN  EVENT  OF  RIOTS 
OR  OTHER  VIOLENCE  THEREIN.  The  Police  Department  is  hereby  authorized  to  go  to 
aid  another  city  or  town  at  the  request  of  said  city  or  town  in  the  suppression  of  riots  or  other 
forms  of  violence  therein. 

Section  5.  Termination  of  Bylaw.  This  ordinance  (bylaw)  shall  remain  in  force  during 
the  effective  period  of  Chapter  639,  Acts  of  1950  and  any  act  in  amendment  or  continuation 
thereof,  or  substitution  therefor. 

Section  6.  Definition.  All  references  to  Chapter  639,  Acts  of  1 950,  as  now  in  force,  shall 
be  applicable  to  any  act  or  acts  in  amendment  or  continuation  of,  or  substitution  for  said 
Chapter  639. 

CHAPTER  XI 
LAKE  QUANNAPOWITT 

Section  1 .  No  craft,  while  on  Lake  Quannapowitt,  shall  be  used  for  dwelling  purposes, 
either  temporarily  or  on  a  permanent  basis. 

Section  2.  All  power-driven  craft  must  keep  at  least  1 50  feet  distance  from  other  boats, 
rafts,  floats,  or  the  shore,  except  when  prevented  by  a  narrow  channel,  or  when  approaching 
or  leaving  other  boats,  rafts,  floats  or  the  shore.  In  such  latter  exceptions,  the  speed  of  all  boats 
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shall  be  reduced  to  headway  speed,  so  as  to  provide  full  visibility  and  control,  and  prevent 
their  wash  from  being  thrown  into  or  causing  excessive  rocking  to  other  boats,  rafts  or  floats. 

All  marine  vessels  and  power  driven  crafts,  with  a  horsepower  greater  than  ten  (10) 
horsepower  are  prohibited  from  use  on  Lake  Quannapowitt  with  the  exception  of  Police  or 
Rescue  Craft  as  may  be  authorized  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Section  3.  The  following  mooring  areas  are  hereby  established  in  Lake  Quannapowitt: 

A.  Beginning  at  a  point  at  the  intersection  of  the  northerly  side  of  Linda  Road 
with  the  westerly  shore  line  of  Lake  Quannapowitt,  the  line  runs  Northeasterly 
along  the  extension  of  said  side  line  of  Linda  Road,  a  distance  of  two  hundred 
feet  (200  ft.)  to  a  point  in  the  lake;  thence,  Southeasterly  a  distance  of  approxi- 
mately one  thousand,  two  hundred  and  thirty  six  feet  (1,236  ft.)  to  a  point  of 
land  known  as  Cemetery  Point  on  the  westerly  shore  of  said  lake;  thence 
Northwesterly,  Northerly  and  Northeasterly  along  the  westerly  shore  line  to  a 
point  of  beginning;  said  area  containing  approximately  9.5  acres. 

B.  Beginning  at  a  point  on  the  westerly  shore  line  of  Lake  Quannapowitt,  said 
point  being  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  (150  ft.)  southeasterly  of  the  present  boat 
ramp  thence  the  line  runs  Northeasterly  a  distance  of  approximately  nine 
hundred  and  eighty  feet  (980  ft.)  to  a  point  on  the  easterly  shore  line  of  said  lake, 
said  point  being  approximately  one  hundred  and  thirty  feet  (130  ft.)  northerly  of 
the  northerly  side  line  of  Spaulding  Street,  thence  Southerly,  Southwesterly, 
Westerly  and  Northwesterly  along  the  shore  line  of  said  lake  to  the  point  of 
beginning;  said  area  containing  approximately  7.0  acres. 

Section  4.  Water  skiing  or  any  related  activity  is  prohibited  in  the  mooring  areas 
described  in  section  three  of  this  chapter. 

Section  5.  Water  skiing  is  prohibited  Sundays  and  holidays  between  April  1  and 
September  30,  inclusive. 

Section  6.  No  aircraft  shall  land  or  take  off  from  the  Lake,  except  in  the  case  of  an 
emergency,  or  with  the  prior  written  approval  of  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  Town  of 
Wakefield,  and  the  approval  of  State  and  Federal  Authorities  where  applicable. 

Section  7.  All  high-powered  craft  are  prohibited  from  Lake  Quannapowitt,  including, 
but  not  limited  to,  the  following: 

a.  Inboard  racing  type  hydroplanes; 

b.  Inboard  drag  type  boats,  so-called; 

c.  Inboard  flat-bottom  Hondo  model-type  boats. 

Section  8.  Motion  vehicles,  as  defined  by  M.G.L.A.,  Chapter  90,  Section  J.,  are 
prohibited  from  entry  or  operation  upon  Lake  Quannapowitt.  This  section  shall  not  prohibit 
the  entry  and  operation  upon  Lake  Quannapowitt  of  ambulances,  fire  apparatus,  fire  rescue 
vehicles  or  other  motor  vehicles  owned  or  operated  by  the  Town  of  Wakefield,  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  or  any  of  their  subdivisions. 

CHAPTER  XII 
MISCELLANEOUS 

Section  1.  The  Selectmen  shall  appoint  annually  an  Inspector  of  Wires. 
Section  2.  The  Selectmen  shall  appoint  annually  an  Inspector  of  Gas  Piping  and  Gas 
Appliances. 
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Section  3.  No  person  shall  sell,  distribute  or  use  upon  the  public  ways  of  the  Town,  or 
upon  property  owned  by  the  Town,  a  product  known  as  "Silly  String"  or  any  similar  product 
sold  or  used  for  amusement  that  ejects  a  soft,  rubbery  substance. 

CHAPTER  XIII 
EARTH  REMOVAL 

Section  1. 

1 .  The  removal  of  soil,  loam,  sand  or  gravel  from  any  parcel  of  land  not  in  public  use 
in  the  Town  of  Wakefield,  except  as  hereinafter  provided  for,  shall  be  allowed  only  after  a 
written  permit  therfor  has  been  obtained  from  the  Board  of  Appeals,  appointed  under  the 
zoning  and  building  laws  of  the  Town  of  Wakefield,  and  then  only  after  a  Public  Hearing  of 
which  due  notice  is  given. 

2.  No  permit  shall  be  required  for  the  continuous  operation  on  any  parcel  of  land  or  a 
sand  or  gravel  pit  in  operation  at  the  time  this  bylaw  is  adopted,  provided  such  operation  is 
not  thereafter  discontinued  for  more  than  one  year;  and  no  permit  shall  be  required  for  the 
removal  of  soil,  loam,  sand  or  gravel  from  any  parcel  of  land  when  incidental  to,  and  in 
connection  with,  the  construction  of  building  on  said  parcel. 

3.  In  issuing  a  permit  under  this  bylaw,  the  Board  of  Appeals  may  impose  such 
conditions  not  specifically  provided  for  herein  as  it  may  deem  necessary  for  the  adequate 
protection  of  the  neighborhood  and  the  Town.  Any  conditions  imposed  by  the  Board  shall 
be  attached  to,  and  made  a  part  of  the  permit.  The  Board  may,  in  its  discretion,  require  a  bond, 
certified  check  or  other  security  for  compliance  with  said  conditions,  or  as  evidence  of  good 
faith  as  to  the  completion  of  any  proposed  construction.  The  Board  may,  after  a  public  hearing 
on  proof  of  violation  of  any  condition,  revoke  any  permits  so  issued.  No  permit  shall  be  issued 
under  the  provisions  of  this  bylaw  for  a  period  of  more  than  three  years. 

Section  2.  REMOVAL  OF  SOIL  OR  LOAM 

1 .  Soil  and  loam  may  be  removed  from  any  parcel  of  land  if  such  parcel  is  determined 
by  the  Board  to  be  unsuitable  for  agricultural  use,  and  the  Board  may  issue  a  permit  for  such 
removal,  provided,  however,  that  the  Board  shall,  in  making  such  decisions,  obtain  the 
recommendations  of  the  Appropriate  Soil  District  Supervisor  and  the  County  Extension 
Director  or  Agent,  or  their  successors,  and  their  recommendations  shall  be  made  a  part  of  the 
records  of  the  Board.  In  issuing  a  permit,  the  Board  may  impose  reasonable  conditions  as  the 
re-establishment  of  ground  levels  and  grades. 

2.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  the  above,  the  Board  may  issue  a  permit  for  the 
removal  of  soil  or  loam  from  any  parcel  of  land  in  the  town  where  such  removal  is  necessarily 
incidental  to,  and  in  connection  with,  the  construction  of  a  road  or  other  facility  involving  a 
permanent  change  in  the  use  of  the  land.  The  Board  shall  issue  no  such  permit  unless  it  is 
reasonably  satisfied  that  the  construction  will  be  completed  an  evidence  thereof  shall  be  made 
part  of  the  records  of  the  Board. 

Section  3.  REMOVAL  WITHIN  300  FT.  OF  STREETS 

1 .  Soil,  loam,  sand  or  gravel  may  be  removed  from  any  parcel  of  land  within  such  parcel 
lying  within  300  feet  of  any  street  or  way,  provided  a  permit  therefor  has  been  issued  by  the 
Board  after  satisfactory  evidence  that  such  removal  will  not  be  seriously  detrimental  or 
injurious  to  the  neighborhood;  provided  further  that  the  Board  shall  impose  reasonable 
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conditions  as  to  the  method  of  removal,  the  re-establishment  of  ground  levels  and  grades,  and 
the  planting  of  the  area  to  suitable  cover,  as  it  may  deem  necessary. 

Removal  of  soil  or  loam  under  authority  of  this  section  shall  be  further  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  Section  2. 

Section  4.  Whoever  violates  the  provisions  of  any  of  these  regulations  shall  be  subject 
to  a  fine  of  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars  ($20.00)  for  each  offense. 

CHAPTER  XIV 

CLASSIFICATION  AND  COMPENSATION  PLAN  and 

PERSONNEL  BYLAW 

The  Classification  and  Compensation  Plan  and  Personnel  Bylaw  of  the  Town  of 
Wakefield  are  published  in  a  separate  pamphlet  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

CHAPTER  XV 
CANINE  CONTROL  BYLAW 

Section  1 .  Restraint  of  Dogs:  No  person  owning  or  keeping  a  dog  in  the  Town  of 
Wakefield  shall  permit  such  dog  to  be  at  large  in  the  Town  of  Wakefield  elsewhere  than  on 
the  premises  of  the  owner  or  keeper.  A  dog  which  is  not  upon  the  premises  of  the  owner  or 
keeper  shall  be  restrained  by  a  chain  or  leash. 

Section  2.  Unrestrained  Dogs:  Any  dog  found  to  be  at  large  in  violation  of  this  Bylaw 
shall  be  caught  and  humanely  confined  in  an  animal  shelter  by  the  Canine  Control  Officer 
or  other  officers,  who  shall  immediately  notify  the  licensed  owner  or  keeper  of  said  dog  of 
the  impoundment  of  the  animal.  The  owner  or  keeper  shall  have  a  period  of  ten  (10)  days 
within  which  to  recover  the  dog.  Dogs  not  claimed  by  the  owner  or  keeper  within  ten  (10)  days 
may  be  humanely  euthanized  or  caused  to  be  euthanized  by  the  Canine  Control  Officer,  or 
by  an  agency  delegated  by  him  to  exercise  that  authority,  unless  such  dog  has  been  sold  in 
the  manner  prescribed  by  law.  Return  of  the  dog  to  the  licensed  owner  or  keeper  shall  be 
dependent  upon  admission  of  ownership  or  keeping  of  the  dog  the  assumption  of  responsi- 
bility by  the  licensed  owner  or  keeper. 

Section  3.  Complaints:  The  Canine  Control  Officer  shall  issue  a  warning  or  enter  and 
prosecute  a  complaint  against  the  owner  or  keeper  of  any  dog  taken  into  his  custody  under 
Section  2  above. 

Section  4.  Prosecution:  In  any  prosecution  hereunder,  the  presence  of  such  dog  at  large 
upon  premises  other  than  the  premises  of  the  owner  or  keeper  of  such  dog  shall  be  prima  facie 
evidence  that  the  knowledge  and  permission  of  the  owner  of  such  other  premises  was  not  had. 

Section  5.  Reclaiming  Impounded  Dogs:  An  owner  or  keeper  reclaiming  a  dog 
confined  under  this  Bylaw  shall  pay  an  administration  fee  of  $15.00.  In  addition  thereto,  the 
sum  of  $5.00  boarding  charge  per  day  for  each  day  of  confinement,  or  any  part  of  a  day,  shall 
be  paid  for  the  care  of  such  dog,  and  the  total  maximum  payment  for  the  care  of  such  dog  shall 
not  exceed  $65.00. 

Section  6.  Bylaw  Violation  Fine:  Any  person  violating  any  provision  of  this  bylaw  shall 
be  punishable  by  a  fine  of  $25.00  for  the  first  offense,  $40.00  for  the  second  offense,  and 
$50.00  for  each  succeeding  offense.  If  any  violation  be  continuing,  each  day's  violation  shall 
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be  deemed  a  separate  violation.  Complaints  will  be  sought  in  the  District  Court  in  accordance 
with  Chapter  140,  Section  173 A  of  the  General  Laws. 

Section  7.  Female  Dogs  in  Heat:  Every  female  dog  in  heat  shall  be  confined  in  a 
building  or  secure  enclosure  in  such  manner  that  such  female  dog  cannot  come  into  contact 
with  another  animal  except  for  planned  breeding. 

Section  8.  Quarantining  of  Dogs  and  Other  Animals:  Any  dog  or  other  animal  that  bites 
a  person  shall  be  quarantined  for  ten  (10)  days  when  ordered  by  the  Canine  Control  Officer. 
During  quarantine,  the  animal  so  quarnatined  shall  be  securely  confined  and  kept  from 
contact  with  any  other  animal.  At  the  discretion  of  the  Canine  Control  Officer,  the  quarantine 
may  be  on  the  premises  of  the  owner.  If  the  Canine  Control  Officer  requires  other 
confinement,  the  owner  shall  surrender  the  animal  for  the  quarantine  period  to  an  animal 
shelter  or  shall  at  his  own  expense,  place  it  in  a  veterinary  hospital. 

Section  9.  Animals  Suspected  of  being  Rabid:  No  police  officer  or  other  person  shall 
kill,  or  cause  to  be  killed,  any  animal  suspected  of  being  rabid,  except  after  the  animal  has 
been  placed  in  quarantine,  and  the  diagnosis  of  rabies  made  by  a  licensed  veterinarian.  If  a 
veterinarian  diagnoses  rabies  in  an  animal  in  quarantine,  then  the  animal  shall  be  humanely 
killed  and  the  head  of  such  animal  sent  to  a  laboratory  for  pathological  examination  and 
confirmation  of  diagnosis. 

Section  10.  Hindering  the  Bylaw  Enforcement:  Any  Canine  Control  Officer  or 
Humane  Officer  shall  have  police  powers  in  the  enforcement  of  this  Bylaw,  and  no  person 
shall  interfere  with,  hinder,  molest  or  abuse  any  Canine  Control  Officer  or  Humane  Officer 
in  the  exercise  of  such  powers. 

Section  11.  Requirement  for  an  Identification  Tag:  Every  owner  issued  a  license  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  140,  Section  137  of  the  General  Laws  of  the 
Commonwealth  for  any  dog  owned  or  kept  within  the  Town  will  also  receive  an  Identification 
Tag  from  the  Town  Clerk' s  Office.  The  Identification  Tag  shall  be  a  durable  tag  stamped  with 
an  identifying  number  and  of  a  particular  color  to  signify  the  specific  year  of  issuance.  Tags 
will  be  so  designed  that  they  may  be  conveniently  fastened  to  the  dog's  collar  or  harness. 
Dogs  must  wear  Identification  tags  at  all  times  when  the  animal  is  off  the  premises  of  the 
owner.  The  Canine  Control  Officer  shall  maintain  a  record  of  the  Identifying  numbers,  and 
shall  make  this  record  available  to  the  public. 

Section  12.  Nuisances:  No  owner  shall  fail  to  exercise  proper  care  and  control  of  his 
animals  to  prevent  them  from  becoming  a  public  nuisance  .  Excessive  or  untimely  barking, 
molesting  passerby,  chasing  vehicles,  habitually  attacking  people  or  other  domestic  animals, 
trespassing  upon  school  grounds,  or  trespassing  upon  private  property  in  such  manner  as  to 
damage  property,  shall  be  deemed  a  nuisance. 

Section  13.  Licensing  and  License  Fees:  The  Town  Clerk  shall  license  all  dogs  required 
to  be  licensed  pursuant  to  Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapter  140,  and  shall  make 
disposition  of  dog  fees  in  accordance  with  Section  147  A  of  said  Chapter  140  of  Massachu- 
setts General  Laws.  The  fees  for  the  licensing  of  dogs  shall  be  as  follows: 

Males  and  Females  $7.00 

Neutered  Males  &  Spayed  Females  4.00 

Kennels  (1)  100.00 

Late  Fee  (Effective  6/1/87)  10.00 
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Section  14.  If  Parts  of  Bylaw  are  Invalid:  If  any  part  of  this  Bylaw  shall  be  held  invalid, 
such  part  shall  be  deemed  severable,  and  the  invalidity  thereof  shall  not  affect  the  remaining 
parts  of  this  Bylaw.  No  provision  or  interpretation  of  a  provision  of  this  Bylaw  is  intended 
to  be  either  in  conflict  with,  or  an  attempt  to  change,  any  statutory  provision  in  Chapter  140 
pertaining  to  dogs. 

Section  15.  Definitions: 

A.  Animal  Shelter:  Any  premises  designated  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  the  purpose 
of  impounding  and  caring  for  animals  held  under  authority  of  this  Bylaw. 

B.  Canine  Control  Officer:  Any  person  or  persons  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
as  the  Dog  Officer  or  Officers  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  140,  Sections  151  and  151 A 
of  the  General  Laws  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  Bylaw.  In  the  absence  of  the  Canine 
Control  Officer,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  appoint  a  deputy  who  shall  perform  the  duties 
of  the  Canine  Control  Officer(s). 

C.  Humane  Officers:  Any  person  designated  by  the  Humane  Society  as  a  law 
enforcement  officer  and  who  qualifies  to  perform  such  duties  under  the  laws  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

D.  Humane  Society:  Any  organization  for  the  prevention  of  cruelty  to  animals 
incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

E.  Owner  or  Keeper:  Any  person,  having  reached  the  age  of  majority  (18  years  of  age), 
who  owns,  keeps  or  harbors  dogs. 

F.  Person:  An  individual,  partnership,  company  or  corporation. 

G.  Veterinary  Hospital:  An  establishment  maintained  and  operated  by  a  licensed 
veterinarian  for  the  boarding  of  animals  or  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  diseases  and 
injuries  of  animals. 

The  Canine  Control  Officer  shall  also  be  authorized  to  act  under  the  provisions  of 
Massachusetts  General  Laws,  Chapter  131,  Section  4,  and  Regulations  promulgated  there- 
under for  the  removal  of  wildlife  from  private  property. 

Section  16.  For  services  of  the  Canine  Control  Officer  in  the  removal  of  wildlife  from 
private  property,  the  following  charges  are  authorized. 

Trap  Deposit  $25.00 

Trap  Setting  No  Fee 

Trap  Rental  3.00  per  day 

Small  Animal  Removal  12.00  per  animal 

Large  Animal  Removal  30.00  per  animal 

Skunk  Removal  40.00  per  animal 

Trap  deposit  as  above  set  forth  shall  be  forfeited  upon  the  loss,  theft  or  damage  of  such 
trap  while  on  the  land  of  the  property  owner. 

CHAPTER  XVI 
WAKEFIELD  ALARM  BYLAW 

1 .  Preamble:  The  purpose  of  this  Bylaw  is  to  reduce  the  number  of  false  alarms  and  to 
promote  responsible  use  of  alarm  devices  in  the  Town  of  Wakefield. 

2.  Definitions:  For  the  purpose  of  this  Bylaw,  the  following  definitions  shall  apply: 
A.  Alarm  Device  —  Any  device  which,  when  activated  by  a  criminal  act,  fire,  or  other 
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emergency,  calling  for  police  or  fire  department  response  (a)  transmits  a  signal  to  police  or 
fire  department  headquarters,  (b)  transmits  a  signal  to  a  person  who  relays  information  to 
police  or  fire  department  headquarters,  or  (c)  produces  an  audible  or  visible  signal  to  which 
the  police  or  fire  department  are  expected  to  respond.  Excluded  from  this  definition  and  the 
scope  of  this  Bylaw  are  devices  which  are  designated  to  alert  or  signal  only  persons  within 
the  premises  in  which  the  device  is  installed,  and  devices  which  are  activated  by  the  release 
of  water  from  a  sprinkler  system. 

B.  Alarm  User  —  The  owner  of  any  premises  on  which  an  alarm  device  is  used; 
provided  that  an  occupant  who  expressly  accepts  responsibility  for  an  alarm  device  by 
registration  pursuant  to  Section  5  shall  be  deemed  the  alarm  user. 

C.  Automatic  Dial  Alarm  —  A  telephone  device  or  attachment  that  mechanically  or 
electronically  selects  a  telephone  line  to  police  or  fire  headquarters  and  produces  a  prere- 
corded voice  message  to  report  a  criminal  act,  fire  or  other  emergency  calling  for  police  or 
fire  department  response.  Excluded  from  this  definition  are  devices  which  relay  a  digital- 
coded  signal  to  police  or  fire  headquarters. 

D.  Contractor  —  Any  firm  or  corporation  in  the  business  of  supplying  and  installing 
alarm  devices  or  servicing  the  same. 

E.  False  Alarm  —  Any  activation  of  an  alarm  device  to  which  the  police  department 
or  fire  department  responds,  and  which  is  not  caused  by  a  criminal  act,  fire  or  other  emergency 
except  an  activation  caused  by  (a)  malfunction  of  telephone  company  equipment  or  lines  as 
verified  by  monitoring  facilities  at  police  or  fire  headquarters,  or  (b)  power  failure  as  verified 
by  the  administrators.  A  series  of  such  activations  attributable  to  the  same  cause,  and 
occurring  under  circumstances  beyond  the  control  of  the  responsible  alarm  user,  shall  be 
deemed  a  single  false  alarm. 

3.  Administrator:  There  shall  be  in  the  town,  administrators  for  alarm  devices  shall 
have  the  powers  and  duties  granted  under  this  Bylaw.  The  Chief  of  Police,  or  his  designee, 
and  the  Chief  of  Fire  Department  or  his  designee,  shall  be  the  Administrators  under  the 
direction  and  control  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  which  is  authorized  to  adopt  regulations  for 
the  administration  of  this  Bylaw. 

4.  Alarm  Appeal  Board:  There  shall  be  in  the  Town,  an  Alarm  Appeal  Board  which 
shall  have  all  the  powers  and  duties  granted  to  it  under  this  Bylaw.  The  Alarm  Appeal  Board 
shall  consist  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

5.  Registration  Required:  Each  alarm  user  shall  register  his  alarm  device  with  the 
appropriate  administrator  prior  to  use;  provided  that  alarm  devices  in  use  as  of  the  effective 
date  of  this  Bylaw  may  be  registered  no  later  than  sixty  (60)  days  from  such  date. 

6.  Registration  Procedure:  Alarm  device  registration  shall  be  accomplished  by  filling 
out  a  form  provided  by  the  appropriate  administrator  to  include  such  information  concerning 
the  identity  of  the  prospective  alarm  user,  the  identity  of  the  alarm  user's  contractor,  if  any, 
and  the  nature  of  the  proposed  alarm  device  as  the  administrators  may  require.  The 
Administrators  shall  issue  the  alarm  user  written  acknowledgement  of  proper  registration.  It 
shall  be  the  responsibility  of  each  alarm  user  to  notify  the  appropriate  administrator  in  writing 
of  changes  in  registration  information. 

7.  Confidential  Information:  All  information  in  the  possession  of  the  Administrators, 
the  Police  Department  or  Fire  Department  concerning  particular  alarm  users  and  particular 
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alarm  devices  shall  be  confidential  and  shall  not  be  divulged  without  the  written  consent  of 
the  alarm  user  or  users  concerned. 

8.  Automatic  Dial  Alarms:  No  automatic  dial  alarm  may  be  installed  after  the  effective 
date  of  this  Bylaw  without  the  prior  approval  of  the  appropriate  administrator.  Within  six  (6) 
months  after  the  effective  date  of  this  Bylaw,  all  automatic  dial  alarms  presently  in  use  shall 
be  reprogrammed  to  dial  a  designated  number  within  the  police  or  fire  departments.  The 
automatic  dial  alarm  shall  be  regulated  so  as  not  to  repeat  the  message  for  more  than  two  (2) 
-times.  Service  for  having  automatic  dial  alarms  reprogrammed  and  regulated  shall  be  at  the 
expense  of  the  user. 

9.  Exterior  Audible  Devices:  Unless  required  by  law,  no  alarm  device  which  produces 
an  exterior  audible  signal  shall  be  installed  unless  its  operation  is  automatically  restricted  to 
a  maximum  of  fifteen  (15)  minutes.  Any  alarm  device  in  use  as  of  the  effective  date  of  this 
Bylaw  must  comply  with  this  section  within  one  hundred  eighty  (180)  days  of  such  date. 

10.  False  Alarm  Charges:  When  the  Police  Department  or  the  Fire  Department  has 
responded  to  a  false  alarm,  the  appropriate  administrator  shall  impose  a  charge  on  the 
responsible  alarm  user  according  to  the  following  schedule: 

For  the  first  two  (2)  false  alarms  within  the  Town's  fiscal  year  No  Charge 

For  the  third  and  subsequent  false  alarms  within  the  Town's  fiscal  $25.00 

year 

There  shall  be  no  charge  for  the  first  false  alarm  occurring  within  one  (1)  month  after 
installation  of  an  alarm  device,  and  such  false  alarm  shall  not  be  considered  in  determining 
charges  in  accordance  with  the  schedule  set  forth  herein. 

1 1 .  Notification  and  Appeal:  The  appropriate  administrator  shall  notify  the  responsible 
alarm  user  of  any  false  alarm  charge  by  mail  within  thirty  (30)  days.  After  the  mailing  of  such 
notice,  the  alarm  user  may  file  with  the  appropriate  administrator,  information  to  show  that 
the  alarm  was  not  a  false  alarm  within  the  meaning  of  this  Bylaw.  The  appropriate 
administrator  shall  consider  such  information,  reaffirm  or  rescind  the  false  alarm  charge,  and 
notify  the  alarm  user  of  his  decision  by  mail.  Within  thirty  (30)  days  after  mailing  such  notice, 
the  alarm  user  may  file  a  written  appeal  with  the  Alarm  Appeal  Board. 

12.  Appeal  to  the  Alarm  Appeal  Board:  Upon  receipt  of  a  timely  appeal  from  a  false 
alarm  charge,  the  Alarm  Appeal  Board  shall  hold  a  hearing  to  consider  same  and  shall  mail 
notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  said  hearing  to  the  alarm  user  making  the  appeal  at  his  last 
known  address,  at  least  fifteen  (15)  days  before  the  hearing.  On  the  basis  of  information 
provided  by  the  alarm  user  and  other  information  introduced  at  the  hearing,  the  Alarm  Appeal 
Board  shall  affirm  the  charge  if  it  finds  that  the  charge  was  properly  imposed,  or  rescind  the 
charge  if  the  charge  was  not  properly  imposed.  Each  notice  of  a  false  alarm  charge  or  the 
reaffirmation  of  such  a  charge  by  the  appropriate  administrator  shall  refer  to,  and  provide 
instructions  concerning  the  alarm  user's  rights  to  further  recourse  by  filing  information  with 
the  administrator(s),  or  an  appeal  to  the  Alarm  Appeal  Board,  as  the  case  may  be. 

13.  Appeal  Fees:  There  shall  be  a  fee  of  $10.00  for  each  appeal  to  the  Alarm  Appeal 
Board.  The  amount  of  the  fee  for  making  an  appeal  may  be  raised  or  lowered  from  time  to 
time  at  the  discretion  of  the  Alarm  Appeal  Board. 

14.Charges  and  Fees  Paid  into  General  Fund:  Charges  for  false  alarms  and  appeal  fees 
will  be  collected  by  the  administrators  and  deposited  into  the  General  Fund  of  the  Town. 
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15.  Responsibility  of  the  Town:  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  this  Bylaw,  the 
Town,  its  department,  officers,  agents  and  employees  shall  be  under  no  obligation  whatso- 
ever concerning  the  adequacy,  operation  or  maintenance  of  any  alarm  device  or  of  the  alarm 
monitoring  facilities  at  police  and  fire  headquarters.  No  liability  whatsoever  is  assumed  for 
the  failure  of  such  alarm  devices  or  monitoring  facilities,  or  for  failure  to  respond  to  alarms 
or  for  any  other  act  of  omission  in  connection  with  such  alarm  devices.  Each  alarm  user  shall 
be  deemed  to  hold  and  save  harmless  the  Town,  its  departments,  officers,  agents  and 
employees  from  liability  in  connection  with  the  alarm  user's  alarm  device. 

16.  Penalty  for  Certain  Violations:  Any  person  who  performs,  or  causes  to  be 
performed,  any  of  the  following  acts  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  up  to  two  hundred  ($200.00) 
dollars  for  each  such  act: 

A.  Intentional  causing  of  a  false  alarm: 

B.  Failure  to  register  an  alarm  device  or  give  notice  of  changes  in  registration 
information  as  required  by  this  Bylaw. 

C.  Use  of  automatic  dial  alarm  or  an  exterior  audible  alarm  device  in  violation  of  the 
provisions  of  this  Bylaw. 

D.  Failure  to  pay  a  charge  levied  by  the  administrator  acting  under  Section  1 1  hereof 
within  thirty  (30)  days  after  mailing  of  a  notice  of  charge,  unless  reconsideration  is  sought 
pursuant  to  Section  12  hereof.  If  reconsideration  is  denied,  failure  to  pay  such  charge  within 
thirty  (30)  days  of  the  administrator's  decision  or  reconsideration,  unless  an  appeal  is  sought 
pursuant  to  Section  12  hereof,  and  if  an  appeal  is  denied,  failure  to  pay  such  charge  within 
fifteen  (15)  days  of  the  Alarm  Appeal  Board's  mailing  of  its  decision  affirming  the  charge. 

17.  Enforcement  of  this  Bylaw:  The  Town,  at  the  election  of  the  appropriate  Admin- 
istrator, may  institute  civil  or  criminal  proceedings  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  Bylaw. 

18.  Exceptions:  The  provisions  of  this  Bylaw  shall  not  apply  to  alarm  devices  on 
premises  owned  or  controlled  by  the  town,  nor  to  alarm  devices  installed  in  a  motor  vehicle 
or  trailer. 

19.  Severability:  The  invalidity  of  any  part  or  parts  of  this  Bylaw  shall  not  affect  the 
validity  of  the  remaining  parts. 

CHAPTER  XVII 
LICENSES  AND  PERMITS  OF  DELINQUENT  TAXPAYERS 

Section  1 .  The  tax  collector  or  other  municipal  official  responsible  for  records  of  all 
municipal  taxes,  assessments,  betterments  and  other  municipal  charges,  hereinafter  referred 
to  as  the  Tax  Collector,  shall  annually  furnish  to  each  department,  board,  commission  or 
division,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  licensing  authority,  that  issues  licenses  or  permits 
including  renewals  or  transfers,  a  list  of  any  person,  corporation,  or  business  enterprise, 
hereinafter  referred  to  as  the  party,  that  has  neglected  or  refused  to  pay  any  local  taxes,  fees, 
assessments,  betterments  or  other  municipal  charges  for  not  less  than  a  twelve-month  period, 
and  that  such  party  has  not  filed  in  good  faith  a  pending  application  for  an  abatement  of  such 
tax,  or  a  pending  petition  before  the  Appellate  Tax  Board. 

Section  2.  The  licensing  authority  may  deny,  revoke  or  suspend  any  license  or  permit, 
including  renewals  and  transfers  of  any  party  whose  name  appears  on  said  list  furnished  to 
the  licensing  authority  by  the  Tax  Collector,  as  required  by  applicable  provisions  of  law,  and 
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the  party  is  given  a  hearing,  to  be  held  no  earlier  than  fourteen  days  after  said  notice.  Said  list 
shall  be  prima  facia  evidence  for  denial,  revocation  or  suspension  of  said  license  or  permit 
to  any  party.  The  Tax  Collector  shall  have  the  right  to  intervene  in  any  hearing  conducted  with 
respect  to  such  license  denial,  revocation  or  suspension.  Any  findings  made  by  the  licensing 
authority  with  respect  to  such  license  denial,  revocation  or  suspension  shall  be  made  only  for 
the  purposes  of  such  proceeding  and  shall  not  be  relevant  to  or  introduced  in  any  other 
proceeding  at  law,  except  for  any  appeal  from  such  license  denial,  revocation  or  suspension. 
Any  license  or  permit  denied,  suspended  or  revoked  under  this  section  shall  not  be  reissued 
or  renewed  until  the  license  authority  receives  a  certificate  issued  by  the  Tax  Collector  that 
the  party  is  in  good  standing  with  respect  to  any  and  all  local  taxes,  fees,  assessments, 
betterments  or  other  municipal  charges,  payable  to  the  municipality  as  of  the  date  of  issuance 
of  said  certificate. 

Section  3.  Any  party  shall  be  given  an  opportunity  to  enter  into  a  payment  agreement, 
thereby  allowing  the  licensing  authority  to  issue  a  certificate  indicating  said  limitations  to  the 
license  or  permit,  and  the  validity  of  such  license  shall  be  conditioned  upon  the  satisfactory 
compliance  with  said  agreement.  Failure  to  comply  with  said  agreement  shall  be  grounds  for 
the  suspension  or  revocation  of  said  license  or  permit;  provided  however,  that  the  holder  be 
given  notice  and  a  hearing  as  required  by  applicable  provisions  of  law. 

Section  4.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  may  waive  such  denial,  suspension  or  revocation 
if  it  finds  there  is  no  direct  or  indirect  business  interest  by  the  property  owner,  its  officers  or 
stockholders,  if  any,  or  members  of  his  immediate  family,  as  defined  in  Section  one  of 
Chapter  two  hundred  and  sixty-eight  in  the  business  or  activity  conducted  in  or  on  said 
property. 

This  Bylaw  shall  not  apply  to  the  following  licenses  or  permits:  open  burning,  section 
thirteen  or  chapter  forty-eight;  bicycle  permits;  section  eleven  A  of  chapter  one  hundred  and 
one;  children  work  permits,  section  sixty-nine  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  forty-nine;  clubs, 
associations  dispensing  food  or  beverage  licenses,  section  twenty-one  E  of  chapter  one 
hundred  and  forty;  dog  licenses,  section  one  hundred  and  forty;  fishing,hunting,  trapping 
license,  section  twelve  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  thirty-one;  marriage  licenses,  section 
twenty-eight  of  chapter  two  hundred  and  seven  and  theatrical  events,  public  exhibition 
permits,  section  one  hundred  and  eighty-one  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  forty.
